Some of Performers To Appear

The AniMial Circua which marked 
the half-way point of the 1!)39 season 
of Camp Frank A. Day was held on 
last Saturday to an assembly of over 
300 spectators.

Opening the Main Show was the 
Animal Show under the direction of

Daye. Such features as the giant Hoo- 
tus, the only one in captivity, and the 
pygmy ostrich claimed most of the 
applause in this act. The Junior Show 
followed directly and this pantomine, 
"Lily of the Alley,’’ was as witty as 
the name. 

The Midgets combed the African 
Jungles for its story of the burning 
of the white men at the stake by the 
wild natives under the direction of the 
native witch doctor. The cruelty of 
the wild men as well as their blood- 
curdling shrieks were enacted in start- 
ling fashion by the nine year olds of 
camp. The Senior Show combined the 
pantomime of the theatre with the por- 
trayal of the living statues to give 
the spectators something worthwhile 
in their version of “Sports Statuary.’’

Rotarians Told Of 
Radio Industry 

Members of the Newton Rotary Club 
at their meeting last Monday were 
favored with a very Interesting talk 
by Mr. L. K. Marshall. President of 
the Raytheon Mamifacturlng Com- 
pany, who spoke on the Raytheon Co. 
and various phases of the industry. 

Raytheon came to Newton about 10 
years ago from Cambridge; many 
tempting offers were made by other 
towns and cities, but Newton was de- 
cid(*d upon as tho result of a .survey 
which showed that a very highclass 
type of people were available in this 
section as employees for the factory, 
Out of a total of 1600, 65 per cent of 
the employees are women, and 35 per 
cent men; a large percentage of 
which come from Newton. 

This year there will be between 6 
and 7 million radios sold at an aver- 
age price of $9.95 for the manufac- 
turer, and about 100,000,000 radio 
tubes will be sold at an average of 30 
cents to the manufacturer. 

Major Armstrong, who has done a 
great deal for radio in the past, has 
developed a new system of broadcast- 
ing. based on a high frequency modu- 
lating set which will transmit the 
whole of any sound. At present there 
are 5 broadcasting stations of this 
type in existence. This system will 
require a different type of radio 
set, although composed of the same 
component parts, and will have mor 
advantages, especially in the improve- 
ment of the reception of music, which 
v.ill not be so distorted. This factor 
will make for a greater impetus to 
radio music and will very likely bring 
about a general renaissance of music. 

The ability to detect radiation out- 
side the visible range is based on the 
vacuum tube which frees the elec- 
trons and makes radio what it is to- 
day. The electrons can change their 
state of motion instantaneously in re- 
sponse to a signal. The ability to han- 
dle electrons individually is probably 
the greatest tool ever given to man- 
kind, and may prove to be of great 
vtilue in medical research. 


New Bank Building 
At Auburndale 


Work started this week on tho 
foundation for a new branch build- 
ing of the Newton Trust Company 
on Auburn st.. Auburndale. The lot 
where tho building will be erected 
is oppo.^ite the railroad station. The 
building will be one story high, 49 
by 52 feet, and will coat $35,000. The 
bank will occupy two-thirds of the 
building and tho remainder will be 
rented as a store. The general con- 
tract was awarded to Louis Comeau 
of Belmont. The plumbing will be 
done by the Orr Plumbing Company 
of Newtonville. and the electrical work 
by the Nash Company of Boston. The 
architects are Coolidgo & Carlson of 
Boston.

Middlesex County 
Tax Rate Lower 


The Commissioners of Middlesex 
County revealed, on Tuesday, accord- 
ing to Boston newspapers that the 
county tax rate for 1939 Avill be 23^ 
cents lower than that of last year 
when they made public tho county 
budget for 1939. The county tax levy 
this year will be $1,803,989.49. In 1938 
it was $2,131,092, or $328,102.64 more. 
As the City of Newton pays a large 
part of the county taxes, such a re- 
duction in the expenses of running the 
county would seem to indicate that a 
large savings would be gained by New- 
ton in its share of the county’s ex- 
penses. This, however, is not so. In 
1938 Newton’s share of the Middlesex 
County tax was $245,058.55. Later, 
the Tax Commissioner informed city 
officials that this city would have to 
pay $345 additional to the county, and 
this sum will be added onto Newton’s 
county tax for 1939. This year the 
City of Newton will have to pay $241,- 
093.35 as its share of the county tax. 
unless this figure will bo unexpected- 
ly reduced. So, Newton will be as- 
sessed, according to present esti- 
mates, only $3410.20 less iu 1939 than 
it was in 1938 by Middlesex County. 

The County Commissioners state 
they revised budgets of every depart- 
ment and made large cuts in order to 
lessen the expenses of running the 
county. They voted not to build any 
highways during the next two years, 
and will only maintain existing roads. 
They hope by continued frugality to 
wii>e out the county debt of $1,000,000 
during the next 5 years. They cut 
the cost of jails by $37,000. They laud 
District Attorney Bradford for reduc- 
ing the expenses of his office for this 
year to $190,000, which is $25,000 less 
than the expense of conducting this 
office last year. 


“Planographed” In Trend 
Toward Economy 


The Newton assessed poll book 
for 1939 was received on Tues- 
day by the Board of Registrars 
of Voters. It contains the names, ad- 
dresses and ages of all persons in the 
city over 20 years of age. The book 
for this year is radically different than 
the assessed poll books of previous 
years. Instead of being printed, it was 
planographed. This is a comparative- 
ly new method which has been used in 
recent years by a number of cities 
and towns. The names, addresses, 
etc., typewritten, the typewritten 
pages are photographed, and then 
lithographed. The result certainly is 
not as neat as were the printed books, 
and it is mofe difficult to read the 
planographed books. 

The reason for the change in the 
preparation of the books is a new law 
passed by the Legislature which trans- 
ferred the duly of preparing assessed 
poll books from Assessors of towns 
and cities to Registrars of Voters. 
This law was passed in connection 
with demands for reregistration of all 
voters in the State to prevent dupli- 
cate and false registration in Boston 
and a few other cities and some 
towns. The funny thing is — that in 
Boston the registration of voters will 
continue practically as in the past. In 
determining this year’s budget, the 
Newton Board of Aldermen were 
quite economically minded in appro- 
priating money for the preparation of 
the book by the Registrars of Voters. 
It cost about $€00 less to have the 
book planographed than it would to 
have it printed. In addition, by al- 
lowing corrections on the typewrit- 
ten sheets to be planographed. with 
lines drawn through names, and other 
corrections, appearing in the books, 
instead of any changes or corrections 
being made or deleted on proof sheets, 
as was done when the book was print- 
ed in past years, much clerical work 
was saved in the City Clerk’s office, 
because there was no proof reading. 

In a preface to the volume the 
Registrars of Voters express their ap- 
preciation for the work done by a 
group of Newton policemen who 
worked for weeks, travelling to all 
houses in the city obtaining the infor- 
mation which the book contains, and 
listing about 50,000 persons. The po- 
licemen named are — John Foley. Jos- 
eph Lyons, John McGrath. Edward

Drought Causes 

Big Water Demand 

The July 1939 consumption of 
water In the city was 220,653,000 
gallons, the largest consumption 
ever recorded by the department. 
The previous record was made in 
July, 1934, when 190.435,000 gal- 
Ions were pumped. Despite the 
large daily average consumption, 
last Sunday, July 30th, was one of 
the smallest days for months. 
Only 3,800,000 gallons were 
pumped on that day, indicating 
that many residents were absent 
from the city. 

Despite the drought, the depart- 
ment’s own resources are suffi- 
cient to give 8,(XX},(XX) gaMons per 
day. which is the statutory limit 
that they can take from the 
Charles River water-shed. No 
water is being purchased from 
the Metropolitan system at pres- 
ent. 


Newton Man Shot 
By Criminals 

John J. Donnelly of 231 Jack.-jon rd.. 
Newton, an employee of the Bo.«ton 
Con.'iolidated Gas Company, was shot 
in the left shoulder when he went 
to the assistance of a Waltham police- 
man who had been seriously wounded 
by fleeing criminals on Thursday night 
at the plant of the gas company on 
Seyon st.. Waltham. Donnelly's wound 
was not serious and he was taken to 
his home. 

Patrolman Joseph Hill of the Wal- 
tham police was on duty at a traffic 
trap on Main st.. Waltham when a car 
whizzed by at an estimated speed of 
55 miles an hour. Hill jumped into 
a police car and started in pursuit. 
The speeding automobile turned off 
-Main st.. down Gore st. and into the, 
yard of the gas company’s mainte-l 
nance plant. There, the driver of i 
the car turned down a long loading 
platform which parallels the railroad 
track, thinking it was a street. The 
car went off the end of the platform 
and was wrecked. Mlien the police- 
man arrived at the spot, the three 
occupants of the wrecked car. who 
possessed one or more pistols, started 
to fire at him and hit him in the 
back, seriously wounding the patrol- 
man. Hill was returning the fire 
when he dropped, and as Donnelly, 
who had been attracted by the noise 
of the car falling and the shooting, 
ran to the policeman’s aid. he also 
became the target of the gunmen’s 
weapons. 

The wrecked car was registered in 
the name of a Hudson man. and two 
of the suspected occupants of the 
car have criminal records. One of 
them is a Hudson resident and the ; 
other is from Roxbury. 


Street Department 
Has New Crane 


10 ton crane was placed in oper- 
ation by the Street Department on 
Monday when it was used to lift large 
granite blocks at Albemarle Brook. It 
will come in handy for removing large 
tree stumps and other heavy objects. 
The crane is mounted on one of the 
largest trucks owned by the Street 
Department. 


On .Monday of thl.s week City Soli- 
citor .Joseph Bartlett filed formal an- 
.swers to contentions made? by Francis 
X. Hurley, coun.sel for Bart Cullen, 
depo.sed sergeant-mechanic of the .New- 
ton Police Department In hi.s petl- 
tlon.s for writs of mandamus again.st 
.Mayor Childs and Chief of Police 
Hughes, to compel the reinstatement 
of Cullen. Attorney Hurley claimed 
that the action of the .Newton Board 
of .-Udermen in abolishing the posi- 
tion of .sergeant-mechanic has no le- 
eal weight becau.se it had not received 
the approval of the Attorney Gen- 
eral. 

Refuting thl.s contention of Cullen’s 
attorney, the City Solicitor called at- 
tention to the fact that the ordinance 
pas.sed by the Board of -Aldermen in 
1929 when the office of sergeant-me- 
chanic was created and Cullen ap- 
pointed to it. was al.so not approved 
by the Attorney General: so if one 
act of the Board of -Alderman is il- 
legal. the other also wa.s. 

In his answer-s to Hurley’s allega- 
tlon.s. City Solicitor Bartlett said: 

"It is admitted that the ordinance 
aholi.shing the office of sergeant-me- 
chanic dated May 1. 1939. was never 
approved by the attomey-general. . . .” 

“.And further answering, the respond- 
ents say that neither Section of 132 
of the Rf^vised Ordinances of 1929 
which created the office of sergeant- 
mechanic. nor corresponding provi- 
sions of previous ordinances of the 
city of Newton establishing offices 
in the Police Department have ever 
been approved by the attorney-gen- 
eral and that if such approval is neces- 
san.- before ordinances of said city 
shall take effect the petitioner never 
was appointed or legally entitled to 
the office of sergeant-mechanic or any 
other office in the Police Department.” 

.Answering Hurley's argument that 
the Ci%*il Service Commission has 
ruled that Cullen is still legally a 
sergeant of the Newton Police De- 
partment on the basis of seniority. 
Mr. Bartlett said: 

"The allegations contained in Para- 
graph 6 are immaterial to this sec- 
tion: if material the respondents say 
that said ruling of the Division of 
Civil Service was based on erroneous 
information. ■’ 

In answering the argument that Cul- 
len has seniority rating over several 
other sergeants in the Newton Police 
Department, the City Solicitor said: 

"It is admitted that subsequent to 
the appointment of the petitioner to 
the office of sergeant-mechanic in 1929 
various persons were appointed to the 
office of sergeant in said Police De- 
partment and that some of these per- 
sons still hold the office of sergeant 
and are recognized as such by the 
respondents . . . .” 

".And further answering, the respond- 
ents say that the petitioner never 
held the office of sergeant in the 
police department or any other office 
or position of the same class and 
grade as sergeant but that the of- 
fice held by the petitioner was that 
of sergeant-mechanic, a separate and 
distinct office from that of sergeant 
and a position of a different class 
and grade.” 

Explaining why the Newton Board 
of .Aldermen abolished the office of 
>t-rgeant-mechanic.’’ to offset the al- 
legation that the .Aldermen did not 
act in good faith, the City Solicitor 
said: 

".And further answering the respond- 
ents say that the offices in the Police 
Department of the City of Newton are 
-'stablished by ordinances of the Board 
of -\ldermen pursuant to the power

Book In New Form

Maguire. William Maloney. Mat- 
thew Phillips. Phillip Purcell. Albert 
Smith. Charles Walker. William Whe- 
lan. Realizing that the appearance 
of the book would compare unfavora- 
bly with previous volumes, the pref- 
ace also contained the following ex- 
planation by the Registrars — "If the 
appearance of the book is not sat- 
isfactory in some respects, the recipi- 
ents should realize the difficulties w’e 
have encountered, and that the book 
is not intended as a public city docu- 
ment for general distribution. A few 
additional copies have been made, 
however, for the use of other depart- 
ments, and for affiliated groups which 
require such public records in their 
city work.” 

Another act of the Legislature will 
cause the omission in next year’s as- 
sessed poll books in Massachusetts 
that will meet with the approval of the 
ladies — and also some men. The ages 
will be omitted. This change, how- 
ever, does not meet with the approval 
of some of the Registrars in the State. 
They say that the ages were a most 
important factor in identifying per- 
sons liste<l by those engaged in assess- 
ing the polls.

DUR WRITTEN CONSTITUTION 



ALL democracie.s are run for the people — but not all 
have written Con.stitution.s. We have a particularly ex- 
plicit Constitution in that the federal government is 


limited in its powers. The founders of our national govern- 
ment did their thinking out loud, and then they put it on paper. 
The Constitution we now have is our second one. The first, 
called the Articles of Confederation, was ratified in 1781, but 
it failed to give enough power to the central government. The 
present one, which went into effect in 1789, remedied this. 
Certain provisions in the Constitution are designed to .safe- 
gu-LTd the people from the (lovernment, and others to safe- 
guard the government from the whims of the people. All these 
provisions were approached with fear and trembling and 
wrangling in the 18th century. Now. a century and a half 
later, we appreciate the wisdom of them. It is intere.sting 
to know that the so-called Bill of Rights, the fir.st ten amend- 
ments to the (’on.stitution adopted in 1791, was an after- 
thought. We now consider the Hill of Rights the very corner- 
stone of our liberties, but the framers of the Con.stitution had 
not thought it nece.ssary. It was added to rea.ssure the people 
who were fearful that the individual might lose his liberty 
under the new and stronger central government. Some people 
think that the ('on.stituticjii should be changed to keep up with 
the times. Others believe that amid.st rapidly changing con- 
ditions a progre.ssive interpretation of what now exi.'-ts in our 
(’on.stitution is a saner course. Our founding fathers foresaw 
that some changes in the (’on.stitution might be nece.ssary. 
They placed in the Con.stitution a means of amending it, but 
one which makes it difficult to make hasty alterations.

The police made 
inquiries in the neighborhood of the 
playground and school and traced 
Neal. He had been doing research 
work at the theological school since 
last September.

Can’t Keep Person 
Out of Own Store 

An interesting legal ruling was 
made by Judge .Alh'ii iu the Newton 
court yesterday. Joseph Delerzon. 
57. who owns a drugstore at 999 
Boylston st.. Newtou Highlauds. was 
found guilty of assault and battery on 
Clifford McCauley. 23. of Webster st.. 
.Needham. .McCauley testified that ou 
July 23 he was knocked down by 
Delerzon as he tried to enter the lat- 
ter’s store. Delerzon testified that on 
that date he ordereil .Mcf’auley not to 
smoke in a telephone botith and that 
.Mcf’auley and a companion became 
angry and one of tluun used abusive 
language. Both left the store, but re- 
turned shortly after. When Delerzon | 
saw them approaching, he raised his 
arm bar to their entrance, and Mc- 
Cauley fell backwards. 

Judge Allen found Delerzon guilty 
and placed the case on file. He told 
Delerzon that he had a license as a 
druggist and would lose it if he or- 
dered any one to keep out of his store. 
He also stated that a storekeeper has 
no right to eject anyone from his 
store, but must call the police. The 
judge told McCauley that he did uot 
believe Delerzons convlctiou should 
be the basis for a civil suit, and Mc- 
Cauley said he hatl no intention of 
starting such a suit. 

Inspector Hammell who had inves- 
tigated the case told the judge that 
he had received complaluts from per- 
sons who said they had been insulted 
by Delerzon.

It mjiy he interesting to many of our 
readers to know that the old brick 
building at Newton Corner known for 
many years as the "Nonantum House” 
was built by General William Hull. He 
died on November 20. 1825, at the age 
of 72 years and la interred in a tomb 
in the old Newton Cemetery. The 
fame of this officer was clouded after 
some very brave conduct; and he was 
pronounced a coward by a military 
commission. Dpinion has always 
been divided as to his gtilR. After 
the Revolutionary War he came to 
Newton and lived for a time in a wood- 
en house on the west aide of the road 
from Watertown at what was then 
known as Angler’s (Corner, and later 
as .Newton Corner. He lived for 10 
years and then built the large brick 
building on the opposite side of the 
road. The date was probably 1799. In 
1805 he sold the place to John Rich- 
ardson and moved to Detroit. Subse- 
quently it was enlarged into a hotel 
and called the ‘‘.Nonantum House.” 
General Hull returned from Detroit 
in 1814 and built a house on part of 
the Fuller farm at Newtonville. 'Pin* 
site is now occupied by the .Newton 
Club.

Refutes Contention 
Ordinance Illegal

vested in said board by law. that the 
office of sergeant-mechanic in said po- 
lice department was created in 1929 
by section of the duly enact e<l Newton 
Revised Ordinances of 1929 which 
then provided: The Police Depart- 
ment shall consist of the chief of p(»- 
llce. a captain, two lieutenants, two 
inspectors to rank as lieutenants, one 
sergeant-mechanic, as many sergeants 
and regular patrolmen as may be 
deemed necessary by the Board of 
Aldermen and a reserve force of not 
over ten men. that in 1939 the finance 
committee of the Board of Aldermen 
and other committees, after investi- 
gation, reported that the office of ser- 
geant-mechanic was unnecessary for 
the efficient administration of the po- 
lice department and recommended 
that the office he abolished in the in- 
terest of sound economy and efficient 
and economic iidministration of the de- 
partment. that the hoard accepted said 
recommendations and purstiant there 
to and for the reasons therein stated 
on May 1. 1939 duly euacted an ordi- 
nance abolishing the office of sergeant- 
mecluinic as of July 1. 1939 by strik- 
ing from said section 132 of the Re- 
vised Ordinances the words ‘one ser- 
geant-mechanic.’ ” 

Becatise of statenjents made in cer- 
tain newspapers that the allegation 
made by Attorney Hurley tended to 
show that ordinances of the GIty of 
Newton passed over a long term of 
years are all illegal and null, because 
they had not received (he approval 
of an Attorney-General, many New- 
ton citizens were apprehensive that im- 
portant ordinances, including the zon- 
ing ordinance, had no legal weight. 

Refuting such a contention. Mr. 
Bartlett calls attention to tin fact 
that the charter of the C'lty of New- 
ton, which was approved hy Legisla- 
tive action, empowers the Board ot 
Aldei'ineii to pass ordinances without 
the approval of the Attorney-General.

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Scientists Study Mystery 
Of Human Heart Action 

The heart presents many difTlcult 
problems to the scientist. It oper- 
ates continuously, and if it gets any 
rest it does so by taking advantage 
of the brief period between beats. 
The mechanism that causes it to 
beat regularly is one scientists 
would like to understand. The heart 
will beat for long periods out of its 
body, just as regularly as it docs 
when a part of the living organism. 
This fact makes possible a variety 
of experiments, recent ones giving 
surprisingly contradictory results. 

The hearts of the great majority 
of species have much in common in 
their function and mechanism, but 
recent experiments made with 
hearts of oysters and crabs have re- 
vealed interesting differences in 
the methods of control. Professor 
Ivon R. Taylor, Brown university 
physiologist, and Dr. Edmund M. 
Walzl, of Johns Hopkins Medical 
school, have been giving electrical 
and chemical treatments to hearts 
removed from oysters and observ- 
ing the effect on the beating of this 
organ with its paper-thin muscles. 

The oyster heart first surprised 
scientists by acting in an opposite 
way to the hearts of mammals when 
stimulated by electricity. In mam- 
mals the electric current stimulated 
heart activity but under its infiu- 
ence the oyster hearts went to sleep, 
or slowed their action. 

A similar reversal of response 
was obtained by Dr. J. H. Welsh, at 
the Harvard Biological laboratories. 
He was working on the hearts of 
crabs and he found that the chemi- 
cal, acetylcholine, a powerful de- 
pressant for the hearts of verte- 
brates, acts as a powerful stimulant 
on the crab heart. 

The scientists working at Brown 
university treated the oyster hearts 
with this substance, which is pro- 
duced by nerve stimulation in verte- 
brates. Again they found a reversal 
from the normal course. In this case 
the acetylcholine acted as a block- 
ing agent and prevented the elec- 
tricity from producing any effect. 
These experiments indicate a sur- 
prising ingenuity on the part of the 
heart in utilizing chemical sub- 
stances to produce diverse effects. 


Vitamin in Yeast Varies 

With Different Species 

The amount of vitamin B', the 
beriberi vitamin, occurring in yeast 
varies greatly with the medium 
upon which the yeast is grown, says 
a report to the American Chemical 
society by Prof. C. A. Elvehjem, of 
the University of Wisconsin. Inves- 
tigation of five strains of yeast also 
shows that the yield of the vitamin 
differs according to species. 

The vitamin B> content was about 
the same for most of the yeasts in 
the same medium but varied con- 
siderably with different media, the 
report concludes. The figures per 
gram of dry yeast were 10 interna- 
tional units for grain wort yeast; 
three to four international units for 
molasses yeast and 2.5 to 3.3 in- 
ternational units for glucose-salts 
yeast. 

The strain known as “endomyces 
vemalis” showed much less varia- 
tion in B‘ concentrate, crystalline 
B', nucleic acid or liver extract to 
the glucose-salts medium greatly in- 
creased the vitamin B' content of 
bakers’ yeast. From 50 to 100 per 
cent of the added vitamin were re- 
covered in the yeast crop. 

“About 70 per cent of the B' con- 
tent of the grain was found in the 
wort. Sterilization of the wort for 
45 minutes at 15 pounds per square 
inch pressure destroyed about 20 per 
cent of the extracted vitamin. How- 
ever, this was not lost as the yeast 
appeared able to reconstitute the 
vitamin from the decomposition 
products.” 


Devil’s Island 

Devil’s Island is the general name 
given to the French penal colony in 
French Guiana, on the northeast 
coast of South America. Devil’s is- 
land itself is actually only a small 
rocky island, 16 square miles in 
area, which forms one of a group 
called the lies du Salut. The other 
islands in the group are St. Joseph 
and He Royale. While only a small 
number of political prisoners have 
ever been confined on Devil’s island, 
this number includes the most fa- 
mous of all, the innocent Captain 
Dreyfus. The French have been 
sending prisoners to Guiana since 
before the Revolution, but it was not 
until 1854 that it was officially des- 
ignated as a penal settlement, and 
the prison was built later. The col- 
ony of French Guiana with an area 
of 30,880 square miles has a total 
population of only 47,000. 


Seventy Years With One Firm 
Henry Turk, manager for Western 
Union Telegraph company at Park- 
er’s Landing, Pa., has retired after 
70 years of service, establishing 
what is believed to be an all-time 
record in the communications indus- 
try, the company announced. Mr. 
Turk was born at Black Fox Fur- 
nace, Clarion county, Pa., on Febru- 
ary 27, 1858. and began work at the 
age of 10 years as a Western Union 
messenger boy at Parker's Landing, 
then one of the centers of Pennsyl- 
vania’s oil industry. His experi- 
ences include maintenance of serv- 
ice for the company during a num- 
ber ol serious Hoods. Mr. Turk 
plans to remain active in commu- 
nity affairs. He retains an old 
Morse key which he hud used for 
many years 


Plane'* Possible Speed 

Estimated at 600 M.P.H. 

“Nature’s unclimbabJe fence” 
isets the limit of speed attainable by 
a man-carrying airplane at 600 miles 
an hour, H. E. Wimperis, president 
Df the Royal Aeronautical society, 
declared in his presidential address 
to the society here. 

The fastest speed yet recorded in 
level flight is 441 miles an hour, and 
speeds in the neighborhood of 500 
miles an hour have been reached 
in terminal velocity dives. 

Explaining his reasons for select- 
ing the 600 miles an hour limit, 
Wimperis defined the “fence” as the 
natural limit to the speed with which 
the air is able to get out of the 
way of the advancing airplane. 

“The speed at which air can move 
when pushed is the same as the ve- 
locity of sound, and once the plane 
speed approaches this boundary it 
becomes more and more difficult to 
push away the air in front,” he said. 
“And there is nothing we can do 
to increase the velocity of sound. 

“When a body moves it com- 
presses the air just in front of it, and 
the resulting pressure is communi- 
cated to the air farther ahead. This 
communication is achieved at the 
velocity of sound in the medium. In 
air of normal sea level pressure and 
temperature this velocity is 750 
miles an hour. In the stratosphere 
it is only 650 miles an hour. 

“When the speed reaches this limit 
the air ahead cannot be ‘warned’ of 
what is coming. When a plane 
moves as fast as, or faster than, 
the velocity of sound, collisions with 
the air particles are inevitable and 
there will be enormous loss of ener- 
gy through conversion into heat of 
the resultant shock waves.” 

Wimperis added that drag or head 
resistance was enormously in- 
creased, and a much less efficient 
airplane, characterized by a low ra- 
tio of lift to drag, resulted. 

Hence, an airplane flying near the 
velocity of sound would require ap- 
proximately 2,000 horsepower for 
every ton of weight. A present-day 
engine of this power would require 
the whole of the weight allowance 
and none would be left for the air- 
frame and its contents. 

“If speeds such as these are to be 
attained,” he observed, “it cannot 
be by the engine as we know it to- 
day.” 


Novel Ferryboat in Use 

By British Railway Firm 

There was launched from the yard 
of William Denny Brothers at Dum- 
barton, recently, says the Times of 
London, a double-ended ferry boat 
of novel design for the Lymington- 
Isle of Wight service of the South- 
ern Railway company. It was 
named Lymington. 

The Voith Schneider type of pro- 
peller is used, and the vessel is the 
first to be so propelled in British 
waters. There are two propellers, 
one at each end of the ship, with 
controls from the bridge pedestal 
operating direct on them, and so 
varying the direction and force of 
thrust. An additional control lever 
will, in effect, deharness the two 
propellers so that their thrusts can 
be placed athwartships on the same 
side and give a purely lateral move- 
ment to the vessel. Rudders are un- 
necessary. The vessel has a length 
overall of 148 feet and breadth of 
36 feet eight inches, with nine feet 
depth, and a speed of 11 knots. 
There is accommodation for 400 pas- 
sengers and 16 to 2*0 motorcars. 
There are two sets of Diesel en- 
gines, each of 200 b. h. p., designed 
to work at 600 to 700 r. p. m., 
which drive the propellers at ap- 
proximately 230 r. p. m. 

A ferry steamer of a similar na- 
ture was also launched recently at 
Leith. The new ship, the South 
Steyne, will maintain a service of 17 
knots between Sydney, Australia, 
and Manly Beach, and will, it is 
claimed, be the fastest ferry in the 
British empire. 


Maine Beauty Spot 
In all Maine there is no more 
beautiful a locality than the Booth- 
bay harbor region. Situated on the 
most broken coastline in the world, 
the region is a long peninsula bound- 
ed on the outer end by the Atlantic 
ocean and on its sides by two broad 
rivers. More than 50 years ago the 
broken shoreline with its innumer- 
able islands, coves and inlets, the 
spruce-clad hills and the lakes and 
streams of the region began attract- 
ing summer visitors. The natural 
beauty of the region, together with 
the quaintness of its winding streets 
and wharves and buildings, and the 
warm unobtrusive friendship of its 
people made its growth as a sum- 
mer resort inevitable. Throughout 
its growth the region has preserved 
its natural beauty and charm be- 
cause of the great pride which per- 
manent residents and summer visi- 
tors have taken in it.

William Tyndale Is Called 
Father of English Bible 

William Tyndale has been called 
“The Father of the English Bible.” 
It was he who first printed parts of 
the Bible in English and sent them 
broadcast through the land. There 
was a law forbidding anyone to 
translate the Scriptures into English 
without authority, and when Tyn- 
dale applied to the bishop of Lon- 
don for permission he was refused. 
To him the translator made his 
famous declaration: “If God spare 
my life, I will cause a boy that 
driveth a plow to know more of the 
Scripture than thou dost.” 

While at Cambridge, Tyndale had 
been under the influence of Eras- 
mus, the greatest Greek scholar of 
his day, and it was there that he 
made himself familiar with the 
Greek testament. He was deter- 
mined that the people of England 
should have the advantage of read- 
ing for themselves the Word of God 
through the new invention of print- 
ing. and, when he found that this 
could not be accomplished at home, 
he left for the continent. That was 
in 1524. In Hamburg he worked in 
much the same way as Jerome had 
done nearly a century before and a 
j'ear after he was at Cologne with 
the sheets of his quarto New Testa- 
ment ready for the printer. 

One day a message came that he 
was being watched, so with his pre- 
cious sheets he escaped to Worms. 
It was there that he succeeded in 
publishing the first edition of the 
New Testament in^ English. The 
volumes were taken secretly into 
his own country hidden in cases, in 
barrels, in bales of cloth, and wher- 
ever they could be stowed away 
and before long they were in many 
homes throughout the land. To 
make the shipping of them eas- 
ier Tyndale also printed an edition 
in a smaller size. 

Thousands of copies were seized 
and burnt, but when the translator 
heard of this his comment was: 
“In burning the book they did none 
other than I looked for; no more 
shall they do if they burn me also, 
if it be God’s will that it should be 
done.” Tyndale also translated 
parts of the Old Testament, but for 
his elTorts he was thrown into pris- 
on. His last prayer was — “Lord, 
open the king of England’s eyes.” 
He was eventually strangled and 
his body burnt at the stake. All 
this was done in the name of re- 
ligion. 


Brain Found to Control 

Three Phases of Energy 

The all embracing law of energy 
is that it runs in cycles, declares 
Joseph Jastrow in his article, “The 
Story of Human Energies” appear- 
ing in a recent issue of Hygeia. 

Life is a series of rhythms. The 
energy cycle presents the three 
phases of energizing, fatigue, and 
rest. In the core of the brain is a 
mechanism that sets your program 
from the cradle to the grave. Day 
in and day out, with allowance 
for emergencies and holidays, that 
portion of the brain has served you 
as a monitor of the energy cycle. 

Conditioning the energy cycle is 
a chemical traffic system called 
metabolism. The feelings of energy 
and fatigue set up the go, caution 
and stop signs. The body needs 
more than rest to keep it going; 
it also needs food. Stoking goes on 
to supply nourishment; food is 
metabolized into energy. 

It is true that muscles tire and 
that nerve fibers do not, any more 
than do the wires of an electric cir- 
cuit over which the current runs. 
But it is still truer that the entire 
neuromuscular set-up is the focus of 
fatigue; the nerve battery runs 
down. 


Sound of Voice 

The sound of the human voice is 
as dependent for its pleasant quali- 
ties upon the air as it is upon the 
organs which produce the sound. 
E,xperiments were made by Dr. 
Ernst Barany, of the University of 
Upsala, Sweden, in which the air 
with which the lungs are normally 
filled was replaced by hydrogen. 
The subject under experiment ex- 
haled air and breathed in hydrogen 
from a rubber bag. Using the hy- 
drogen as a medium for carrying 
the sound waves he spoke many 
test syllables which were studied 
in many ways and compared with 
the sounds produced when air was 
breathed. The lighter gas in the 
body cavities caused some of the 
sound frequencies in the voice to 
be raised one to two octaves. Test 
listeners were able to understand 
only about two-thirds of the sylla- 
bles spoken. 


Widows Remarry 
Although climatic and latitudinal 
variations probably complicate the 
question, a court case in Sydney, 
Australia, in which a widow claimed 
$10,000 damages for the loss of her 
husband who had been killed while 
working on the railway, has re- 
vealed from the investigations of 
counsel, the surprisingly high per- 
centages of remarriages. An actuary 
said the proportion of widows of 33 
who w'ould remarry within 23 years 
was 56 per cent. 


Stops Drafts! 

A new device to stop drafts en- 
tering under a closed door has 
been invented by a Cleveland, Ohio, 
firm. It screws on the bottom of a 
door and automatically flips up and 
out of the way of carpets when the 
door is opened, flips back again 
when the door is closed.

Caused by Frayed Nerves 

Although the Oregon logger once 
considered a broken arm or leg a 
minor accident, and a thing to be 
expected in the coi!r.''e of everyday 
work, the mo.st common malaclv af- 
fecting “brushcat.s” in the old days 
was a purely imegi' ui y a Iment 
called “cabin fever,” which is still 
prevalent in camps off the beaten 
path. When two loggers were 
bunked together for months at a 
time a case of “nerves” was often 
the result. While their daily sav- 
ings mounted, a feeling of caged 
frustration increased likewi.se. until 
one of the men finally came down 
with “cabin-fever.” His cabin mate 
might be a pal of years’ standing, 
yet he would suddenly seem ob- 
noxious: his laugh would seem in- 
tolerable, and even the color of his 
eyes, or the part in his hair ap- 
pear distinctly repulsive. When 
the logger with “cabin-fever” drew 
his pay, he usually set out for the 
nearest town to blow in his savings 
on a wild and hectic spree. Gener- 
ally he returned with empty pockets 
and a hangover— to find his partner 
a congenial soul once more. 


Mathematical Analysis 
The establishment of a center of 
mathematical analysis to direct the 
use of new types of calculating ma- 
chines at the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology has been made 
possible by a grant of $45,000 by the 
Carnegie corporation of New York. 
The center of mathematical analy- 
sis is being founded primarily for 
the purpose of encouraging and as- 
sisting technological advance in all 
fields by making available to scien- 
tific institutions and industry the 
means of carrying out intricate 
mathematical processes economical- 
ly, The center will also carry out an 
active development program on new 
machines and the analytic methods 
of using them.

First American Flag 
The tradition of the first American

New ^Exploding’ Star 

Persons of this generation may 
live to SCO a star near the earth “ex- 
plode” and become brighter than 
Venus, or even far brighter than the 
moon. 

Making this suggestion, Milton A. 
Humason, astronomer of the Car- 
negie institution’s Mount Wilson ob- 
servatory, pointed out that the only 
exploding star, or super nova of his- 
torical times which might have been 
within the galaxy, was observed in 
1572. 

"We can expect only one super 
nova in the galactic system in sev- 
eral centuries,” he said, “and it is 
obvious the place for astronomers 
to look for them is in a near-by 
cluster of nebulae (star systems), 
such as the Virgo cluster, where 
more than 500 nebulae can be photo- 
graphed on a single plate.” 

It was in the spiral nebula NGC 
4273 of this cluster that Dr. Edwin 
Hubble, noted authority on distant 
star systems, discovered a super no- 
va last January. Gases shot out 
from this star at explosive speeds 
up to nearly 4,000 miles a second. 
The super nova became one-sixth as 
bright as the entire star system in 
which it was located. 

An ordinary exploding star, nova 
herculis, which could be seen in its 
normal state only with strong tele- 
scopes, suddenly became one of the 
bright stars of the sky in Decem- 
ber, 1934, attracting world notice. 
But it would have been dim com- 
pared to a super nova observed in 
the Andromeda nebula in 1885. At 
maximum, Humason said, its in- 
trinsic brightness was placed at 100,- 
000,000 tinjes that of the sun. 

“If such a super nova should flare 
up in our own stellar system at 
the distance of Sirius, which is nine 
light years, it would appear to us 
100 times brighter than the full 
moon,” he said. “At a distance of 
300 light years it still would appear 
100 times brighter than Venus. 

“Possibly this generation may be 
fortunate enough to witness the ap- 
pearance in the galaxy of a super 
nova similar to those which occa- 
sionally appear in other star sys- 
tems.” 


British Guiana Mines 

Yield Gold, Diamonds 

British Guiana has a total area 
larger than England, Scotland and 
Wales together. Yet the population 
is little more than 300,000, or about 
two people to a square mile, except 
in the cities’. Georgetown, the capi- 
tal, accounts for one-fifth of the en- 
tire colony’s inhabitants. 

Sugar, raised in a narrow coast- 
al strip diked against the sea by 
Seventeenth century Dutch settlers, 
is the chief product of Brit si. Gui- 
ana. But the inland reach, r -inelrat- 
ing 500 miles into the Sau’h Airer- 
ican continent, has mineral and Inr- 
est wealth practically untap;'ed be- 
cause of the diflii uity of trans..ur- 
tation. 

More than 2,000,01)0 o t,; s oi gold 
and 2,000,000 carats of diamonds 
have been brought out of British 
Guiana’s jungle hinterland. Ex- 
ports of bauxite ore for aluminum 
now rival the value of sugar ex- 
ports. But almost nothing has been 
done with reported deposits of man- 
ganese ore, oil and mica, because 
the rivers— the only lines of com- 
munication into the mountains of 
the interior— are interrupted by a 
sudden wall-like edge of the interior 
plateau, over which plunge some of 
the highest and most spectacular 
waterfalls in the world. 

There are only 79 miles of rail- 
roads in a region larger than Kan- 
sas. The whole colony’s complex 
river system offers a mere 450 miles 
of navigable waterway. 


Life of Virginia Dare 
Virginia Dare was the daughter of 
Ananias and Eleanor Dare, and was 
the granddaughter of John White, 
governor of the Roanoke island set- 
tlement. She was born on that is- 
land on August 18, 1587, and was 
named after the colony of Virginia 
which Sir Walter Raleigh had at- 
tempted to establish. She is famous 
as the first English child born in 
America. Ten days after her birth, 
the colonists sent their leader back 
to England for supplies. From that 
time nothing further was heard of 
the 89 colonists left on the island. 
Governor White did not return until 
four years later, \vhen no trace of 
them could be found. An inscrip- 
tion on a tree indicated they had 
probably left for another island near 
by. It is thought they were all 
slaughtered by Indians, but there 
was a legend that some were spared 
and when the Virginia colony was 
finally established 20 years later, 
certain Indians with apparently 
English features were discovered, 
possibly descendants of some of the 
colonists. 


Story of Cadiz 

Cadiz, Spain, has an unbroken rec- 
ord for usefulness, sometimes fame, 
since the Phoenicians founded it 
about 1100 B. C. This Methuselah 
of European cities is the senior of 
Rome, almost twice as old as Lon- 
don, three or four times the age of 
Madrid and 20 times as old as the 
United States. When American col- 
onies were struggling for independ- 
ence, Cadiz was the richest city of 
I western Europe. Its wealth mount- 
I ed as lumbering galleons lifted their 
sails above the western horizon and 
hove into the Bay of Cadiz, for here 
were unloaded Spain’s precious car- 
goes of gold and silver from Mexico 
and Peru. 


Marked Early Americas 

Most of the coast lines of North 
and South America hod been 
touched or sighted by European ex- 
plorers before the end of the Six- 
teenth century and many pushed 
back from the shores to investigate 
the country beyond the horizon. 

By the middle of the Seventeenth 
century the spheres of European in- 
fluence on the two continents had 
been temporarily determined. The 
Latin races controlled the southern 
continent, the lower part of the 
northern continent, and had extend- 
ed their rule far up the West coast, 
writes Colton Storm in “American 
Collector.” English, Dutch and 
Swedish settlements dominated the 
eastern seaboard from Florida to 
Maine, and the French had plunged 
inland from their slight Canadian 
shore. 

Although the fishers of Brittany 
had discovered the rich banks off 
Newfoundland as early as 1504 (and 
possibly earlier), there was no of- 
ficial attempt on the part of the 
French to explore the New World 
until 1524. Then, under the patron- 
age of Francis I, Giovanni da Ver- 
razano sailed west ^or the East In- 
dies. His voyage was not the com- 
mercial success he and the king had 
expected. The earliest extant print- 
ed record of his exploits appears 
in Giovanni Battista Ramusio’s 
hodge-podge compilation of early 
adventures, entitled Delle navigati- 
oni et viaggi, published at Venice, 
1550-1559, in three folio volumes. 

Like Columbus’ famous letter, 
Verrazano’s rough account was orig- 
inally a letter or report addressed 
to his royal patron. The original 
letter in Verrazano’s hand has been 
lost, but there are at least two con- 
temporary copies, both in Italian 
translations. 


Doughboys, Dubs, Dudes — 
They’re Old Native Words 

“Doughboys,” “dubs” and “dudes” 
did not emanate from the World 
war, golf courses and ranches, it is 
revealed in the seventh section of 
the University of Chicago press’ new 
American English dictionary. They 
are native American words. 

“Doughboy,” a word the World 
war made famous, originated about 
1867 from the large globular buttons 
on infantrymen’s uniforms used in 
the Civil war, and the first written 
use of the word, according to the 
dictionary, was in Custer’s “Tent- 
ing on the Plains.” 

“Dubs” appeared in written form 
first, in 1887, to describe awkward 
prizefighters, according to the dic- 
tionary. The origin of “dude,” how- 
ever, is oescure, the dictionary 
says, but, synonymous with “dan- 
dy,” it was in use in 1883. 

The dictionary comprises only 
words of strictly American origin, 
slang and colloquial expressions 
which have become a common part 
of the language and mutations of the 
mother tongue. About four sections 
a year are being published and the 
dictionary will be completed in 1942. 

Sir William Craigie, co-editor of 
the famous Oxford-English diction- 
ary, and James R. Hulbert, profes- 
sor of English at the University of 
Chicago, are editing the new Ameri- 
can English dictionary, aided by a 
corps of research experts. 


Fogs Are a Real Problem 
Fog, that thick pea-soup kind for 
which England is noted, interferes 
so much with the operation of rail- 
ways that special means have to be 
taken to cope with it. Fog signal- 
men are placed at important points. 
They live near their work, and on 
their own initiative go to their posts 
when fog descends. Or they may 
be called from signal boxes. They 
use 300,000 detonators — or “torpe- 
does,” as they are known in Ameri- 
ca. The noisemakers tell the engi- 
neers the position of the signal hid- 
den from view by the fog. As an 
additional safeguard, the Great 
Western railway has its own system 
of automatic train control. If the 
line is clear a bell rings by the 
engineer’s side. If not, a siren blows 
and brakes are automatically ap- 
plied. The device is operated by 
signalmen through an electric ramp 
at each caution signal on 2,855 miles 
of track and 3,250 engines. 


Iceland Splitting 

Indications that Iceland is split- 
ting in tw'o have been found in fis- 
sures or cracks stretching from 
northeast to southeast of the island, 
all lying in the same direction. 
Reykjavik has received reports that 
near these cracks, which reach far 
down into the earth, is a row of 
volcanoes from which erupt fields of 
lava larger than any other of sim- 
ilar type in the world. Scientists 
will take measures of the distance 
between mountain peaks on each 
side of the crack to determine if 
they are moving apart. If they 
are it will be evidence of Alfred 
Wegener’s theory of continental 
drift, that America has been slip- 
ping away from Europe for millions 
of years and that the Atlantic was 
thus formed between them. 


Pitcairn Taxes 

The only tax on Pitcairn island, 
of mutiny of the Bounty fame, is 
for 12 cents for a gun license. The 
money is used for buying the sta- 
tionery needed by the chief magis- 
trate. Tithes of about $1,000 a year 
are collected and used for mission- 
ary work in other parts of the Pa- 
cific. Tlie island has a population 
of 200. Oranges are its chief export 
and goats are its only live stock.

Famous Soii’hern Song 
Had Origin in New York 

Daniel Decatur Emmett, famous 
organizer of the flr.st minstrel show 
in 1843, wrote Dixie” for Dan Bry- 
ant’s minstrel.*? in 1859. He was n 
native of MourJ Vernon. Ohio, and 
his father, a \ irginian of Irish de- 
scent, was an abolitionist in his 
sympathies. The young man be- 
came a musician attached to a trav- 
eling circus and his work included 
the composing or adapting of many 
Negro melod r.s. One Saturday 
night after the minstrel show in 
New York, Bryant asked him to 
write a “walk-nround” for Monday. 
Next day it was cold and rainy and 
as he looked out of his window he 
remembered tho oft-expressed wish 
of Negroes with the circus when 
fall days came. ‘‘I wish I was in 
Dixie.” He wrote the song in half 
an hour. It was popular in the North 
before it was even sung in the 
South. The melody was adapted 
by him from an old tune his mother 
used to sing to him. 

After it was picked up by the 
South, Emmett declared that his 
song was responsible for the pro- 
longation of the war, its stirring re- 
frain stimulating discouraged men 
to further effort. One writer says: 
‘‘The now republic needed a song, 
something that would coll men from 
their plows and stir their hearts into 
a frenzy of emotion. The band 
played ‘The Bonny Blue Flag’ and 
the crowd cheered mildly. And then 
‘Dixie.’ The crowd caught its 
breath and then went mad. Women 
pressed around the musicians and 
showered them with flowers. 

The song was the soul of the 
people. After Appomattox ended 
the war, northern attention was 
called to the song when President 
Lincoln said that the famous tune 
now belonged to the nation, having 
been captured in the war. It lost 
its sectionalism, becoming almost 
a national anthem. 


Extensive Study Reveals 
New Atmospheric ‘Pulse’ 

There are pulse beats in the at- 
mosphere with time periods ranging 
from six hours to fifty-six years. 
This is revealed by a detailed 
mathematical analysis of the baro- 
metric pressure readings which have 
been made for more than 60 years 
on the island of Mauritius, a Brit- 
ish colony in the Indian ocean near 
Madagascar. The pulse beats are 
completely intermingled, and it was 
necessary to submit the curve show- 
ing the mixed pulsating record to 
harmonic analy.sis which separated 
the pulses of particular frequencies. 

The readings were handled in two 
groiyjs, one giving the continuous 
daily record, and the other giving 
the average pressure by years. The 
latter showed a 56 year cycle that 
seemed to be associated with a rain- 
fall cycle of the same period. Pres- 
sure cycles of 17 years and of 
nine years were found. Study over 
a longer period may reveal that the 
latter are multiples or submulti- 
ples of each other. An annual cycle 
was found with a minimum in mid- 
February, the time of highest tem- 
perature. 

The continuous daily records 
showed that the strongest compo- 
nent was not the 24 hour cycle, but 
the 12 hour, the latter having twice 
the amplitude of the former. The 
third largest daily factor was the 
eight-hour cycle, with about half the 
amplitude of the 24 hour cycle. The 
smallest factor was the six hour 
cycle. These various cycles appear 
to be independent of each other in- 
sofar as each exhibits independent 
phase changes. 


Polish Hillbillies 

In Poland a hillbilly is called a 
Hucul, which is pronounced ‘‘Hoot- 
zool.” The Polish version of our 
southern mountaineers wear far 
more picturesque costumes than the 
American highlanders, they are as 
much addicted to the music of the 
fiddle and they are even more “sot” 
in their ways, which are very 
quaint, indeed. A good many Amer- 
ican travelers have become ac- 
quainted with the Huculs in the past 
few years. Some of them penetrat- 
ed the eastern Carpathians as mem- 
bers of art study groups who haunt 
these mountains every summer, and 
others were tourists who rode 
‘‘cruising” trains that carry ski 
parties on eight day trips from Cra- 
cow into the remote and beautiful 
regions where the mountaineers 
live. 


Bamboo Replaces Iron 
Athos Albertoni and Alessandro 
Paoloni, Italian engineers, have dis- 
covered a process by which bam- 
boo, fast-growing tropical plant, 
may be utilized to replace iron in 
reinforcement of concrete for build- 
ing and road construction. The new 
process is based on special treat- 
ment of bamboo to make it more 
adherent, and placing of bamboo 
slicks in patterns for maximum 
strength in the reinforcement opera- 
tion. If the new method proves suc- 
cessful it will be a boon to Italian 
building industries, especially in the 
tropical colonies of Libya and Ethi- 
opia, where weatherproofing of 
buildings against cold is not an im- 
portant factor, and they can be con- 
structed of lighter materials. 


Machines Sell Stockings 
Slot machines may soon be used 
to sell silk stockings to women. 
Manufacturers here are considering 
placing the machines in plants and 
utlicee employing large numbers of 
women. 


Old Volumes Yield Data 

On Ritchie’s Expulsion 

More information concerning the 
circumstances of tho expulsion of 
George Gavin Ritchie from Madi- 
son university, now Colgate, in 1847, 
for editing a paper favoring aboli- 
tion and canal suffrage, has been ob- 
trHined through research in musty 
old volumes. It supplements infor- 
mation turned up last January, ac- 
cording to the New York Times. 

This student martyr, fighting for 
freedom of the press and the right 
to print his own opinions again.st 
slavery, left the university in dis- 
grace and died six years later. 

But there were those who fought 
for him. Howard Williams, instruc- 
tor in history, has discovered min- 
utes of a students’ a.s.sociation meet- 
ing on February 5. 1847, at which the 
question of backing or repudiating 
Ritchie was brought up. These min- 
utes record the proposition that was 
put before the association. 

‘‘Whereas, the faculty have per- 
mitted a paper called ‘The Hamil- 
ton Student’ to be started at the uni- 
versity and which has gone forth 
to the public bearing the name of 
the university and purporting to be 
conducted by its members, 

“Whereas, Mr. Ritchie having vi- 
olated the stipulation upon which 
said mission was granted and hav- 
ing been expelled from the univer- 
sity for contumacy and rebellion, 
is now publi.shing a paper by the 
same name and purporting to be 
from the university, therefore, 

“Be it resolved, that we respect- 
fully request the faculty to disabuse 
the public of this imposition.’’ 

Even after being expelled Ritflihie 
had continued to publish the paper, 
with such a noted abolitionist as 
Gerrit Smith of Peterboro, nearby, 
supporting him. When the question 
was brought to a vote before the 
students it was passed, 79 to ll3. 


An Ccho-Lcss Dome 
One of the few echo-less domes in 
the world covers the star-studded 
Planetarium at the New York Mu- 
seum of Natural History. This fa- 
mous dome duplicates the bowl of 
the sky; when a complex lantern 
slide machine on the floor below it 
projects images of stars and plan- 
ets on its' surface, an actual night 
sky is approximated. A lecturer 
identifies the various constellations 
with a pointer of light for his listen- 
ers. In order to enable the speaker to 
be heard, however, it was necessary 
to eliminate the discord and echo 
which would have been set up by 
the waves of his voice striking 
against the rounded surface of the 
dome. To eliminate the echo in the 
Planetarium dome, it was lined with 
mineral wool, a soft, fluffy material 
that is widely used to insulate the 
side walls and top floor ceilings of 
homes. The mineral wool acts like 
a sound cushion. Sound waves strik- 
ing it are swallowed up and ab- 
sorbed, instead of being bounced 
back to annoy those below. 


Black Beetle Has Four Eyes 

Many insects have compound eyes 
or eyes composed of a multiple num- 
ber of facets. One family of bee- 
tles includes species with four eyes. 
These are the black beetles which 
float lazily on the still surface of 
ponds and quiet streams or, when 
alarmed, swim dizzily about on the 
surface of the water in active motion. 
We call them Whirligig beetles but 
the family name is Gyrinidae, from 
gyros, a combination of Greek words 
meaning ring and circle. 

The beetles are rather flat and as 
they float on the surface of the wa- 
ter, one pair of eyes is above the 
water and one pair is below. It is 
believed that both adults and larvae 
feed upon other smaller insects and 
water creatures. When diving they 
carry a bubble of air down with them 
by means of hairs on the body. The 
adults hibernate in winter and in 
summer fly freely, frequently being 
attracted to lights.

Four Burglaries

Find Sewage In 
River At Far well 
Street Bridge 

Inspector Robertson of the New- 
ton Health Department, while contin- 
uing his search on Monday for the 
source of pollution in the Charles 
River, found traces of sewage at the 
Farwell st. bridge which is just be- 
yond tbe Newton line in Waltham. 
This proves that the source of the 
pollution, which caused tlie closing of 
the bathing beach at Allison play- 
ground, Nonantum, several weeks ago. 
must be in Waltham. Analyses of the 
water in the river at Ware Cove, Au- 
bnrndale. and at Forest Grove and Mc- 
Kenna’s Beach In Waltham, did not 
.sliow the pollution which was found 
near Allison playground, so the New- 
ton Health Department contends that 
the sewage enters the river at some 
point in Waltham. 

Despite the fact ftiat the river has 
been found to bo badly polluted at 
Allison Playground, the bathing beach 
in Watertown, only a quarter of a 
mile down the river from Allison play- 
ground, continues to be used. It is 
under the control of the Metropolitan 
District Commission. So is the bath- 
ing beach near the Newton-Faneull 
line, about 1% miles below Allison 
playground. 

Joseph Mulcahy, Director of Public 
Welfare for Waltham, calls attention 
to the big dumps near the river at 
Nortli st.

Campbell, district man- 
ager of the New England Telephone 
and Telegraph Company nnd fellow Ro- 
tarian of the Newton chib, was in- 
strumental in bringing to the mem- 
bers three v^ry intere.^ting nnd un- 
usual moving pictures produced by 
the Telephone Company. 

The first entitled. “Under Sea Cable.” 
showed tile intricate workmanship in 
the making of under sea cable, which 
is composed of 1.056 wires each sep- 
arately insulated. This cable must be 
absolutely water-proof, and as a result 
the Individual strands are in turn pro- 
tected by two layers of jute w’rapping 
whicli in turn are covered by the 
outer armor nnd finally treated with a 
jute paint. 

The scenes in the second picture on 
the recent hurricane were truly re- 
markable. It vividly demonstrated the 
tremendous challenge which was met 
by the telephone repair crews. The 
greatest havoc to be met was in New 
England, where four hundred and ten 
thousand telephones were out of com- 
mission. not to mention the many 
thousands of cable breaks which had 
to be spliced. I'nless one sees this 
picture, it is hard to visualize the 


courage ami sacrifice wliich was de- 
Mnanded of the teleplione rapalr men. 
Tliere was simply not enough man- 
power in tills section to handle the 
situation, lint the marvelous response 
from twenty otlier states more than 
answered the challenge. Also the fine 
co-operation of th«‘ Western Electric 
men must not be overlooked. A total 
of twenty-two thousand telephone poles 
were replaced in New England alone, 
nnd one cannot help but feel that this 
is the greatest record of restoration 
in the history of a public service. 

The last picture. "Voices in the 
Air,’’ was a travelogue based on the 
"long distance” headquarters’ building 
in New York City, and showed our 
connection with the five continents 
and seven seas of the world by voice. 
Very attractive scenes were shown 
from many foreign cities.

OUR DUAL NATURE 

ALL think and speak often ent»ugh of the U. S. A. 

do we pause often enouirh to appreciate the fact 
11 ^5 that it means UNITED States of America? We are 
a jriv»up of forty-eig^ht states, each with a strong state govern- 
ment of its own but UNITED under a common central gov- 
ernment. This makes us different from some of the other 
democracies. Our democracies may be said to have a dual 
nature because each of our citizens has two government.s — the 
state and the national. In order to win support for the Con- 
.stitution, this arrangement — called the federal .sy.stem — was 
agreed upon as a compromise between tho.se who wanted a 
strong central governrr.ent and those who did not want to take 
away any of the ijowers of the .states. However, the compro- 
mise ijo.s.se.sses virtues of its own. A democracy must be run by 
con.sent of the peojile. But how difficult it is for one hundred 
and thirty million people to know ju.st what their government is 
doing, and why. when that government is hundreds or thous- 
ands of miles away! Yet if the people do not under.stand their 
government and are not intere.sted in it. a democracy cannot be 
expected to prosper. S'ince we have .state and local govern- 
ment.s, it is po.ssible to keep many government activities close 
to the peo|)le. This makes it ea.sy for them to watch their gov- 
ernment and learn about it. Also in a country as large as ours 
management of the government’s busine.ss, that is admini.stra- 
tion, is nece.ssarily such a big and complicated affair that it is 
hard to do a good job when too much responsibility is centered 
in one place. Our state and local governments make it po.ssible 
to avoid too much centralization of this kind. Another ad- 
vantage of the federal system is that experiments may be made 
more easily in the .states than on a nation-wide scale. When 
changes in the national government are considt*red, we can 
often benefit by experience in the states, successful or unsuc- 
cessful. The boundary line between state government and 
national government has nevtu’ been fixed. We are fortunate 
that it has been po.ssible to .‘•hift this boundary line from time 
to time as conditions have changed.

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Alderman Max Gadilis infornn'd us 
that otn* of his constituents telc- 
phoiK'd him and suggest»‘d that Ni^w- 
ton citizens miglit co-operat(* by pay- 
ing part of their taxes early in the 
yi’tir, and thus avoid the imccaalty 
of till* city borrowing money on a 
short loan, iietiding tlu* receipt of 
r(*venu('s from taxes. The di'slre to 
thus co-opi'fiite on the part of this 
practical. 

Under the ordinary provisions of 
law Tax (’ommissioner Henry F. Long 
is oblig(*(l to certify to each munici- 
pality the amount of the estimated 
state tax upon each of them in 
March. Because of this situation in 
1938 a bookkeeping deficit (offset in 
part by a distribution of highway 
funds for local road uses) of some 
nine million dollars resulti‘d and 
would have been included in this 
year’s local tax levies except for pend- 
ing legislation p(*rniitting cities and 
towns to fund Individual deficits 
where necessary. Iuci(l(*utally many 
communities, including Newton, did 
not use last year’s higliway disburse- 
ment lint retained it to offset street 
department appropriations for this 
year as provided by law. 

Some months ago Governor Saltoii- 
stall. in an earnest effort to prevent 
a huge deficit in local levies this 
year because in .March it was iiiipos- 
slbli* to (l(*terniino the amount of the 
probable state tax pending the pas- 
.sage of additional taxes, requested 
legislation to postpone the sending out 
of local tax bills and to postpone cer- 
tification of the state tax by Mr. Long 
until the exact amount could be 
determined. This legislation was eii- 
sicted and brought about the situa- 
tion which prevented the possihility 
of local olliclals from sending out 
bills in June and from receiving part 
payments at that time. It should ho 
said, however, that liecause of the 
fact that most cities and towns can 
borrow in anticipation of tax receipts 
at an extremely low rate of interest 
(l(*ss than one per cent) this situa- 
tion was preferable to the possibility 
of another deficit. It can also be said 
that a complex situation could very 
well have been remedied weeks ago 
had the Legl.slature buckled down to 
an earnest endeavor to reduce the 
burden of state assessment upon cit- 
i(\s and towns instead of prolonging 
the situation as it has done. 

In some towns or cities where one 
or more industrial plants pay a large 
sluire of the taxes, advance payment 
of part of their taxes has been resort- 
ed to. to help tlie town. The Edison 
(’omp.'iny lias done tliis in Weymouth 

but in Newton, where most of the 
taxes is paid by owners of residences, 
such an expedient is not practical 
wlien the tax rate is not known.

The 
younger hoy. with a badly fractured 
skull. ling(*r(*(l between life and diatli 
for days. Both brothers will never be 
the same physically. News photo- 
graphs of the “heroine” of the affair, 
published Jifter the crime, showed her 
smiling iioiiclialantly. She was tried 
ill a C’oniiecticut court the other day 
and lim'd |20b. a penalty which im- 
posed little hardship on her or her 
wi'altliy father. She was also given 
a 2 montlis’ jail sentence, but. this 
sentence wtis suspmided. With such 
administration of justice, tin* wonder 
is- -that only 35.bbb persons were 
killed by automobiles in the U. S. A. 
last year, and hundri'ds of thousands 
seriously injuri'd.

.Mr. Fallow, much of the area was 
low and unsightly. The city graded 
the land, had it expertly landscapod 
and very attractively planted with 
trees and shrubs. Winding walks wore 
laid out. and a beautiful, rustic bridge 
constructed over a little artificial 
pond, in which a fountain gracefully 
sprayed. All this beautifying of Far- 
low pk. cost considerable money.

For many years Ftirlow Park wius 
a beauty spot and a credit to the 
city.

'I'lie result has been — that much 
of the ptirk has been totally denuded 
of grass and presents :i barren Jind 
unsightly appearance. Owners of prop- 
erties along Vernon st.. as well as 
other citizens, have protested to May- 
ors and members of Boards of Alder- 
men. but without any success, 'riio 
park has grown more nnd more un- 
sightly, 

(Jne property owner on Vernon st . 
a geiitleniati who is a native of New- 
ton and one of its oldest citizens, who 
lived as a lioy on Vernon st. long 
before Hie park was creiited. who ad- 
mired it for many years when it was 
lieautiful. and who has had to look 
at it in recent years in Its increasing- 
ly sorry condition, contends that the 
use of Hie park as a playground is 
quite illegjil. Many .Newton citizens, 
liicluding the writer, agree with him. 
'rill* gentlemiiii in question contends 
tiiat it has been a custom of many 
years standing to take kindergarten 
children for short walks. He suggests 
that the chlldreii attending the kinder- 
garten at Hie Underwood School, and 
also the older children at the scluKil. 
be taken for the short walk to Burr 
I’ark playground and exercised, and 
Fallow Park restored to the attrac- 
tive condition it formerly displayed. 

If Susan Anthony and other lend- 
ers in the iiiovemeiit to emancipate 
American women came to life today, 
and observed how free a large per- 
centage of the girls and women of 
the U. S. A. have become, we be- 
lieve suffragists of the Victorian era 
would be horrified. Susan and her 
contemporaries fought for political 
freedom for women. They reasoned 
tluit political freedom would also bring 
a reasonable measure of social free- 
dom. But. the embattled ladles of the 
SOs. and 90s. of the last century, cer- 
tainly did not visualize that in eman- 
cipating the female sex. they would 
free girls and women from political, 
economic and social discrimination, 
but also from most of their clothes. 
This oliservation on our part was 
caused by the fact that this year 
the females in the U. S. A. In large 
numbers, apparently are trending rap- 
idly toward nudism.

We don’t object to being compelled to 
view some shapely young person who 
chooses to exhibit her physical 
charms, although, having been reared 
in the Victorian era. it seems to us 
that she is quite bold in so doing, 
but it offends our artistic tempera- 
ment to have tlirust on our vision 
some girl of any age between 16 and 
60. who perambulates along public 
streets, or in public places exhibiting 
legs that resemble either beanpoles, 
legs of the Chippendale type, or legs 
like those of Mulllnger heifers (beef 
to the lieels). We believe that mor- 
jils are not adversely affected by the 
current vogue of “leg showing” by 
the ladies. In fact, we believe it will 
improve the morals of the male sex. 
“Tliat which is concealed is allur- 
ing.’’ Certainly there is nothing al- 
luring about most of the legs displayed 
today by the female exhibitionists.

Horses Said to Have 

Excellent Imaginations 

The actual intelligence of a horse 
is limited, says Arthur J. Sari, not- 
ed Briti.sh racing expert. in 
“Hor.ses, Jockeys and Crooks: Rem- 
iniscences of Thirty Years’ Racing.” 
Thoroughbreds are endowed with 
more brains than cart or farm 
horses, light or heavy drafts, but 
most big hor.ses seem to have more 
“savvy” than the little follows. 

All horses have good memories, 
Mr. Sari says. 

“Perhaps you have wondered why 
some horses prefer certain courses. 
Nine times out of ten you can take 
it that these horses gained some 
pleasurable experience at that par- 
ticular venue,” he explains. “May- 
be they won their race and were 
patted and fussed over by their 
trainer or jockey; given an apple, 
a lump of sugar . . . They can 
tell good treatment from bad, which 
accounts for their like and dislike 
of certain people. 

“Horses have great imagination. 
They magnify everything and be- 
come bewildered. They are suscep- 
tible to fear. That is why they 
readily accept the idea of man’s 
superiority. They have a wonder- 
ful sense of smell.” 

Mr. Sari has seen an animal fall 
on two occasions at the same fence, 
with several months betw'een falls, 

“The horse remembers the inci- 
dent, and fear enters into his heart 
as he approaches the obstacle at 
the next time of asking,” he be- 
lieves. “His memory of persons, 
objects and places causes him to 
have misgivings.” 

“And doesn’t it apply to us hu- 
mans as well?” Mr, Sari asks. 
“What about the boxer who again 
meets an opponent who has al- 
ready given him a hiding? It is 
always odds on the fellow who has 
done the trick,”

London Museum Obtains 
Old Romanesque Window 

Recent acquisitions of the Victoria 
and Albert museum in London in- 
clude several notable pieces of 
sculpture and stained glass. Most 
important single item is the French 
Romanesque triple window’ of stone, 
which was purchased with the help 
of a generous contribution from the 
National Art-Collebtions fund and 
erected in the east hall of the mu- 
seum near the main entrance, says 
the Times, of London. This window 
was discovered not long ago during 
the demolition of an old house close 
to the Cathedral of Trie Chateau, 
near Gi.^ors, about 30 kilometers 
from Beauvais. It consists of three 
rounded arches, supported on col- 
umns with capitals of a late Roman- 
esque character. 

Inside each arch is a tympanum 
W’ith two small pointed arches con- 
taining carvings of strange beasts 
(such as birds with human heads), 
sirens, and a centaur drawing his 
bow against a basilisk. The great 
delicacy of its decoration, especially 
on the capitals, suggests that the 
work dates from the end of the Ro- 
manesque period, probably from the 
last part of the Twelfth century. 

Among other pieces of sculpture 
are a Sixteenth century Florentine 
terra-cotta figure of a reclining 
woman, thought to be an allegorical 
representation of history, and 
ascribed to Giovanni Bologna and 
the terra-cotta sketch model by J, 
M. Rysbrack (1693-1770), for the re- 
clining figure of Sir Isaac Newton 
on his monument in Westminster 
abbey. The monument itself, erect- 
ed in 1731, was designed by William 
Kent, but the figures on it were the 
w’ork of Rysbrack.

Volcanic Island 

A pear-shaped dab of land in the 
curving island chain that dots and 
dashes the seas between the Amer- 
icas, St. Lucia was created by vol- 
canic action, says the National Geo- 
graphic society. Scenically, it is 
among the handsomest of the West 
Indies, with its great mass of moun- 
tains, about whose summits drifts 
a gentle mantle of mist that belies 
St. Lucia’s often violent history. Be- 
lieved to have been discovered by 
Columbus in 1502, and named for 
the martyred St. Lucy, burned at 
the stake, St. Lucia was for cen- 
turies drenched in blood. The first 
two English settlements of 1605 
and 1638 were wiped out by Carib 
natives. French colonists were able 
to make peace with the natives, but 
not with the English, who returned 
in 1663 and again took the island. 


Electric Slaughter 
Australia has evolved a new and 
more humane way of slaughtering 
animals for market. It is an elec- 
tric “stunner.” So far it has been 
used for pigs, and has proved more 
economical than killing by hand. 
The “stunner” is placed over the 
ears of the animals which are im- 
mediately rendered unconscious for 
10 minutes. Meantime they are 
slaughtered and the hair is re- 
moved by another new machine in 
about three minutes, instead of 
half an hour, as is sometimes re- 
quired.

Newton Resident 
Portrays Children 

The portrait of the two attractive 
little girls in this week’s GRAPHIC 
is a reproduction of a painting by 
Donald Gordon Squier of Central ave., 
Newtonville. The subjects are Linda 
and Karen Kapplus, daughters of Dr. 
and Mrs. Meinolpli V. Kivppius. Mr, 
Squier, who has achieved national 
fame as a portrait painter, is best 
known for his sympathetic studies of 
children. He is the son of Rev. Al- 
l)ert L. Squier. who was pastor at the 
Newtonville Methodist Church in 1912. 
He was born at Amherst. Mass., and 
began to study art at an early age 
with private tutors. He studied draw- 
ing and painting at the School of the 
Museum of Fine Arts in Boston, at- 
tended classes at tlie Art Students’ 
League in New York, and studied ex- 
tensively in Europe. 

Among those who sat for portraits 
by Mr. Squier were William Howard 
Taft. Justice Willis Van Dervanter 
of tile Supreme Court, Mrs. diaries 
F^vnns Hughes, Sr..

Sr., former U. S. Senators War- 
ren of Wyoming, and Reed of Penn- 
sylvania; Patrick J. Hurley, former 
Secretary of War, and Congressman 
Hamilton Fish of New York.

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CliemJsls Lack Words 

To Describe Perfumes 

Tlie food and perfume industries 
are handicapped by the lack of 
words to describe precisely the 
odors and flavors of their products, 
according to Industrial and Engi- 
neering Chemistry, publication of 
the American Chemical society. 
Years of patient labor and the co- 
operation of huge numbers of noses 
may be required to bring order to 
the nomenclature of odors and fla- 
vors, it is pointed out. 

There are few fields affording so 
great an opportunity for the exer- 
cise of special talents, and the re- 
wards for accomplishment include 
renown, in view of the extraordinary 
influence of these sensations on hu- 
man emotions and actions. 

The terms “sweet,” “sour,” 
“musty,” “fresh,” “salty,” “acrid,” 
“bitter” and a few others are the 
limit to which it has so far been 
possible to go toward defining odors 
and flavors, it is said. Chemists 
with a wide range of tastes and 
smells at their command for com- 
parison have developed individual 
systems of nomenclature based on 
similarities, but even these are so 
far incapable of the requisite ex- 
actness. 

An alcoholic odor, for example, 
may mean one similar to that of 
ethanol, but it may with equal logic 
be intended to suggest any of a doz- 
en other alcohols whose character- 
istic aromas are quite different. 
No standard odor seems to charac- 
terize ketones, yet they are notably 
odorous. Ethers and esters similar- 
ly show wide variations, which no 
one has yet classified or explained 
in a usable system. 

Probably the reason for this cha- 
otic situation is the vital role of per- 
sonal idiosyncrasy in human noses 
and palates. Of the five human 
senses, only taste and smell have 
not yet yielded to scientific classi- 
fication, and physiologists say that 
in reality these two are actually a 
single sense. 


Mechanical Safeguards 

Protect Steel Workers 

When the steel industry first set 
out on an organized campaign for 
safety it concentrated on an attempt 
to eliminate accidents through the 
installation of mechanical safe- 
guards. Efforts to achieve safety 
by this means have never ceased 
and many thousands of safety de- 
vices have been installed in steel 
mills, says the American Iron and 
Steel institute. It is the practice in 
the industry to have all plans for 
equipment thoroughly checked from 
the standpoint of safety before in- 
stallations are made. Safety-pro- 
moting equipment in a steel mill 
falls into five general classes. 

Inclosed belts, gears and other 
moving parts and similar equipment 
which stands constantly ready to 
prevent accidents; safety railings on 
all stairs and runways are in this 
category. 

Machines such as cranes and con- 
tinuous mills that have reduced the 
danger and the back-breaking toil 
from steel mill jobs, making the typ- 
ical steel worker an alert, skilled or 
semi-skilled worker employed to use 
his head more than his muscles. 

Equipment and devices to im- 
prove working conditions, such as 
better lighting and ventilation of 
plants. 

Safety clothing of all kinds, includ- 
ing goggles, gloves, masks, steel- 
toed shoes, asbestos coats and hel- 
mets which protect eyes, limbs and 
lives of workers. 


Washington and Harrison 
George Washington has some- 
times been called “the second Cin- 
cinnatus” in allusion to his having 
been called to the presidency from 
his plantation at Mount Vernon, to 
which he retired after having vol- 
untarily resigned his commission as 
commander in chief of the army. 
But it was William Henry Harrison, 
who w’as called from his estate at 
North Bend, on the Ohio river, to 
be the ninth President of the United 
States, who was termed “the Cin- 
cinnatus of the West.” In both of 
these instances the allusion is to the 
story of the Roman historian, Livy, 
relating that in the year 458 B. 
C., when the Aequi and Volsci 
had shut up the Roman consul, 
Lucius Minucius, and his army in 
a defile, and, Rome itself being in 
great danger, the Roman senate, in 
alarm, had made Lucius Quintius 
Cincinnatus dictator, the messen- 
gers sent to inform him of his ap- 
pointment, found him at the plow. 
Modern investigators, however, 
have pronounced the most attrac- 
tive parts of the story fiction. 


American Indirect Taxe.s 
The average American consumer 
now pays 13‘!j cents of traceable in- 
direct taxes in each dollar he 
spends, or $242 a year out of a $150 
a-month salary. Another 5 to 6 
cents of hidden taxes lurk in the 
background, which brings to 19 
cents the total indirect taxes con- 
tained in each dollar spent, a rise 
of nine-tenths cents in 1938 from the 
1937 content. Eliminated from cal- 
culations are all taxes difficult to 
“pass on” in prices — income, excess 
profits, estate, gift and inheritance 
taxes, realty taxes on owner-occu- 
pied residences, employee’s share 
of social security taxes, etc. RcMits 
conceal the largest proportion of 
taxes, 26.1 per certt; next lu?avie.st 
load is borne by the autonotbile, 20 3 
per cent.

Minerals in Soil Add 

To Span of Human Life 

The average person’s life can be 
lengthened about a dozen years 
through scientific addition of min- 
erals to the .soil, in the opinion of 
Dr. Charles Northern, research 
worker. 

“Crops grown in poor soil produce 
poor food products, lacking in min- 
erals and vitamins.” Dr. Northern 
explained. “Our problem was to 
discover a means of adding this 
mineral content to the .soil.” 

Discovery of mineral colloids, add- 
ed to the soil as a fertilizer, has 
supplied this “missing link,” he be- 
lieves. 

Dr. Northern set down several re- 
sults of his experiments. In Florida, 
orange groves infested with scale 
became clean and bore fruit with a 
greatly increased vitamin content 
after mineral colloids were added. 

Land used for growing potatoes, 
celery, cabbage and other vege- 
tables was enriched with the min- 
erals. Laboratory tests of the new 
crops showed twice the mineral con- 
tent of vegetables grown on adjoin- 
ing soil. 

A dairy used the process on graz- 
ing land for cows with the result 
that a glass of milk contained all the 
minerals needed for an adult during 
a day. 

“With soil depleted of natural min- 
erals after years of usage, people 
cannot eat a sufficient quantity of 
food to supply these necessary 
items,” Dr. Northern declared. 

“Farm experts have recognized 
the problem and have urged rota- 
tion of crops, allowing the land to 
lie idle every third or fourth year, 
and similar methods. 

“But land would have to lie idle 
for many years to regain the min- 
erals which have been taken from 
it. The discovery of mineral col- 
loids will mean better crops and a 
healthier and longer-living nation.” 

Dr. Northern said 16 mineral ele- 
ments are indispensable for normal 
nutrition. Calcium, phosphorus and 
iron are the most important. He 
explained that calcium regulates 
nerve activity, co-ordinates other 
mineral elements and if it is lack- 
ing rickets, bone deformities and 
bad teeth may develop. 


Louis Pasteur Is Called 

First Citizen of France 

Pasteur is a household word today 
because Louis Pasteur first pasteur- 
ized milk. 

His studies in fermentation led 
him to the study of other forms of 
bacteria. Diseases w’ere ravaging 
the silk worm farms of France. He 
conquered them and the industry 
was restored. 

Huxley said Pasteur’s work saved 
France more than the war indem- 
nity she paid to Germany after 1870. 
When pressed by the emperor to 
capitalize on it, the noted, chemist 
said: “In France scientists would 
feel that they had lowered them- 
selves by such procedure.” 

Because of intense application in 
his laboratory, Pasteur suffered a 
paralytic stroke at 46 . . . but he 
did his greatest work in the 27 years 
following, when physically but half 
a man. 

Seeing French soldiers dying with 
gangrene after operations, he gave 
himself to the study of bacteria in 
human diseases. The doctors pooh- 
poohed his ideas. They called him 
an upstart. But antiseptic surgery 
was born. 

Then he turned to hydrophobia. 
He won again with his serum and 
the Pasteur institute was estab- 
lished. Death by rabies was reduced 
to less than 1 per cent. Today 
there’s a Pasteur institute in almost 
every large city, 

“Who’s the greatest man France 
has produced?” asked a Parisian 
editor, A generation before, Napo- 
leon would have been elected. But 
the newspaper poll showed Pasteur 
first; Napoleon far down the list. 

“Pasteur saved more lives than 
the ‘man of destiny’ destroyed!” 


Final Burial 

Egypt is planning to rebury its 
Pharaohs, sealing them down under 
the earth never again to be seen by 
the eye of man. Once they were 
exibited in the museum at Cairo, 
but later were removed by tiie gov- 
ernment to the mausoleum built as 
a tomb for Zaghloul Pasha, national 
hero, who died nine years ago. Last 
year the government moved Zagh- 
loul from a temporary tomb and 
reburied him in the mausoleum, 
moving the Pharaohs back to the 
Cairo museum. Now it is proposed 
to build a special mausoleum foi 
them either at Giza, near the pyra- 
mids, or at Heliopolis. Throughout 
the land thousands believe that 
wresting the Pharaohs from their 
tombs has brought bad luck. 


‘Make-Up’ Out 

“Mad as a Turk” just about de- 
scribes the state of tlie school teach- 
ers in Istanbul, who have been for- 
bidden by SalTet Arikan, minister 
of education, to use cosmetics, pow- 
der, rouge and paint on their finger- 
nails. Neither are they allowed to 
wear jewelry or short skirts. A 
heavy tax falls on tho.se who in- 
fringe on this law!

Since tlie first selections were I 
made in 1904, more than 1.000 Amer- > I 
icans have been Rhodes scholars, | 
and educators long have been inter- i 
ested in learning how many of these ' 
have developed along lines envi- 
sioned by Rhodes, Recently, there 
was a partial indication. It was 
contained in a report compiled for 
the American Oxonian, quarterly 
publication of the alumni associa- 
tion of American Rhodes scholars. 

Covering the occupations followed 
by the 46 American Rhodes scholars 
of the class of 1911, the report 
showed that no member of the class j 
had gained national prominence in i 
the last 27 years, although nine won 
mention in “Who’s Who,” More | 
than half the class became teach- i 
ers; 11 became lawyers; two took j 
up journalism; one managed a fox 
farm; one sold machinery; and i 
three became clergymen, one of | 
whom wrote a book on how to get ‘ 
thin. The report concluded, how- | 
ever, that many of the class were 
prominent in their owm localities and 
that therefore their Oxford educa- 
tion had been valuable. 


English Firm Receives 

World^s Largest Letter 

In the files of National Farmers 
Union in London reposes what is 
believed to be the world’s biggest 
letter. 

This document, measuring 15 feet 
1^ inches by 1 foot 3*^ inches was 
sent to the union by a resident of 
Mosman, New South Wales. 

The letter had been written in cop- 
per-plate hand on sheets of paper 
about a foot square which had then 
been pasted on a long strip of brown 
paper. 

'The writer, presumably a farmer, 
had a weakness for figures. Under 
a heading. “English and Australian 
Agricultural Shows; Comparisons of 
Relative Conditions and Results,” he 
gives a series of tables of the popula- 
tions and areas of each state of the 
commonwealth, and also of the big- 
gest cities. 

From this he works out the per- 
centage of population attending ag- 
ricultural shows. 

Similar data is given about Eng- 
land, while other tables give figures 
of revenue earned and expenditure 
involved for these shows. 

The whole document works up to 
the final argument that England has 
too many shows, and that, like Aus- 
tralia, it should limit the number 
and economize. 


Switzerland’s Picture Town 
Untouched by the march of many 
centuries, Thun, in the Bernese 
Oberland, Switzerland, is a picture 
town in the truest sense of the word. 
Sturdy old houses, with their win- 
dows bright with a multitude of flow- 
ers, line the main street. Cozy ar- 
cades banish the dread of a rainy 
day, and flights of steps leading to 
an upper sidewalk with another row 
of shops are reminiscent of the Mid- 
dle ages. Long flights of stairs, 
some with roofs that make their ap- 
pearance delightfully quaint, ascend 
from different points in the old town 
to the quarter higher up, where 
a Twelfth century castle rises as 
the most familiar landmark of Thun 
and its environs. This proud old 
chateau was erected by Duke 
Berchtold V of Zahringen. It is a 
historical museum today and its col- 
lections of armor, w’ar trophies, tap- 
estries, antique furniture, stained 
glass, potteries, and archeological 
finds are well worthy of a visit. 


New Fish Preservative 
Though salt-water fish, lobsters 
and crabs are sent all over the coun- 
try in refrigerator cars, the big mar- 
ket for them lies along the coasts. 
To keep the meat of fish and crus- 
taceans fresh, so that it can be sold 
cheaply inland. Prof. C. R. Fellers 
and E. VV. Harvey of Massachusetts 
State college have developed a dip 
of benzoated brine. The dips con- 
sist of 0.15 to 0..35 per cent sodium 
or magnesium benzoate in a 5 to IG 
per cent solution of salt. After 30 
seconds of this “dip” the keeping 
qualities of fresh roundfish and fil- 
lets are greatly enhanced. But the 
fish and the lobster or crabmeat 
must be fresh. No amount of chem- 
ical treatment can make a smelly 
half-decomposed fish edible. 


Paris Bridges Widened 
With increased traffic in and 
around Paris, and every car owner 
heading for the country each week- 
end wider bridges over the Seine 
have become necessary Three are 
now near completion on the outskirts 
of Paris, at Suresnes, Neuilly and 
Saint Cloud. The old Neuillv bridge, 
first constructed by Perr(>nnet un- 
der Louis XV. is being rebuilt into 
a structure of reinforced eonerete, 
as is the bridge at Suresnes, built 
in the time of Nijpole«)n 1. The .Saint 
Cloud bridge will bi‘ partieulat Iv iin-

Early Submarine Crews 

Made Numerous Errors 

In the early days of submarining, 
when John Holland and his contem- 
poraries were theorizing and experi- 
menting in underwater cruising, 
they made m.tny ludicrous mistakes 
and stumbled into predicaments 
from which they barely wiggled out. 

Pioneering in a new and capri- 
cious element, these inventors nec- 
essarily were so engrossed in the 
simple functions of diving and sur- 
facing that they often overlooked the 
attendant problems of trim, navi- 
gation, orientation, pressure and the 
reaction of men and machinery to 
the confines of air-tight hulls, writes 
Fred Hampson in the Baltimore 
Sun. Like most trail blazers in the 
field of mechanics, they took their 
chances and learned as they went 
along. Maybe that explains why one 
old pigboat chugged out into deep 
water with a dory tied to her super- 
structure, dived and pulled the row- 
boat under, where it promptly fouled 
the diving rudder. Feverishly the 
crew blew the tanks and came up, 
cut the dory line and thereafter dis- 
pensed with surface lifeboats. 

Endless are the yarns about sub- 
marines that dove well but not wise- 
ly and got stuck in the mud. The 
famous old Tarpon made at least one 
such descent. She went down off 
Block island, not far from the place 
the S-4 was lost, and bottomed pur- 
posely. When the crew tried to pull 
her loose neither her tanks nor en- 
gines could budge her. 

A mud bottom exerts a tremen- 
dous suction. The Tarpon was not 
equipped with the air-cleansing 
chemicals carried on modern subs, 
and after a while the atmosphere 
grew heavy and foul and the men 
became drowsy. With touching con- 
fidence in their skipper they rolled 
into their bunks one by one and 
went to sleep, leaving the worried 
commander alone in the control 
room. 


Russian Zoo Keepers 

Tame Siberian Wolves 

Two wolves that follow their 
friends around like dogs and seem 
to be equally trustworthy and self- 
reliant are kept at the zoological 
gardens at Moscow. 

Seven years ago two wolf puppies 
were caught by Soviet explorers in 
the Barsuka desert, north of the 
Aral sea in southeastern Siberia, 
and were sent to Moscow. The two 
puppies appeared to be friendly and 
not much frightened. 

Scientists at the zoo decided to try 
to tame and train them, it being a 
frequent claim of animal experts 
that adult wolves are untamable 
and that w’olf puppies grow wild 
and dangerous as soon as they reach 
rnaturity. The present report is that 
kindness, care and patience seem 
to liave succeeded. 

Both wolves now are full grow’n, 
but still perfectly tame and have 
been taught tricks and good be- 
havior precisely as is done with dogs 
of ordinary domestic breeds. Sci- 
entists at the zoo have become ac- 
customed to take one or both of the 
wolves along as exhibits at scientific 
or popular lectures. 

On such excursions the wolves 
ride on the running board of the 
automobile just as well-trained dogs 
do and sit peacefully on the plat- 
form during the lecture. 


Invent Safety Covers 
When two Springfield, Ohio, men 
read newspaper reports of a sewer 
gas explosion that flipped manhole 
lids high in the air and killed several 
persons, they went to work on a 
safety lid. The result is a manhole 
cover that will let gas escape but 
cannot be flipped off by explosion 
or dislodged by traffic, says Popu- 
lar Mechanics. It consists of two 
hinged lids connected to a center 
beam, although without any actual 
hinge, the connection being simi- 
lar to that of a wheel on an axle. 
The lids would fly open in event of 
an explosion, but immediately drop 
back in position. The center beam is 
dropped through notches in the man- 
hole rim and then given a quarter 
turn to anchor it. Once the cover is 
locked in place it cannot be dis- 
lodged or tilted by wheel traffic. 


Whittling by Microscope 
Pick up your magnifying glass 
and take a look at the work of Mc- 
Donald Taylor, world’s champion 
microscopic whittler. Last year 
Taylor gained national prominence 
when he carved tiny chairs from 
match sticks and mounted this al- 
most invisible furniture on the heads 
of pins. Then a rival carved a ta- 
ble, four chairs and four plates, 
and mounted them on the head of a 
pin. Taylor not only duplicated his 
rival’s accomplishment but added a 
spoon at each plate and placed a bit 
of de.ssert (carved from colored cel- 
luloid) on each plate. The bowls of 
the spoons are one-fifth the size of 
a period in a newspaper, Taylor 
said. He’s working on a chair with 
hair-like legs that will be 26 times 
smaller than the head of a pin. 


New Radio Direction Finder 
Errorless radio direction finding i.s 
claimed for a new’ special antennu 
which, with a device, has been de- 
veloped by experts in Paris. The 
apparatus, which is operated much 
more easily than the long-range 
type direction finder, uses short 
waves and precludes all possibilities 
of error in bearings. It can be in- 
stalled anywhere and is not affected 
with night error.

Estes Park Misses 
Mrs. F. O. Stanley 

The following tribute to the late 
Mrs. F. O. Stanley was published by 
the “Estes Park (Colorado) Trail” on 
July 28: 

ESTES PARK LOSES A FRIEND 
By C. Byron Hall 

In the death Tuesday morning of 
.Mrs. Flora J. R. Stanley, Estes Park 
has lost a friend of long standing. 

Of Revolutionary ancestry, she was 
born in .Auburn. Maine, 91 years ago, 
and since 1903 has spent the summers 
in Estes Park with her husband, Free- 
lan O. Stanley, well known inventor, 
architect, educator, and gentleman. 

The winter home is in Newton. 
Mass., where, in cooperation with his 
twin brother. Francis E. Stanley, he 
developed the internationally known 
Stanley Dry Plate Process and the 
Stanley Steamer, the latter a familiar 
sight on these roads years ago. In 
fact, it was in 1903 that Mr. Stanley 
drove the first automobile into Estes 
Park — one of his own Steamers — over 
the original toll road. 

Since tliat time, both Mr. and Mrs. 
Stanley have interested themselves 
in the development of this scenic re- 
gion and supported water, electric 
light, and road projects. They have 
donated land to the school district and 
to the Village, including a municipal 
park site. 

The Stanley hotel, too. is a result 
of their foresight and their keen ap- 
preciation of tills country, wliere the 
grand«-ur of the mountains, the quiet 
of the forests, the pleasant valleys, 
and swift running streams afford to 
each visitor, according to his own 
interests, unsurj)assed opportunities 
for rc-creation. 

Her friends in the east recall with 
delight the many stories Mrs. Stan- 
ley. with her keen sense of humor, and 
ready wit. could tell of the friendly 
birds and beasts that found sanctuary 
near the Stanley home on the Estes 
Park hillside. Too. her sensitiveness 
to the exquisite flora of this region is 
remembered, and even after blindness 
came to her, the inner vision of color 
and beauty of line was never dimmed. 
She often remarked on the blueness 
of the skies here and the green velvet 
of the lawns in Newton,

Actual WciVlit of Germs 

Determined by Science 

Germs are so small that It takes 
300.000.000.000 of an average germ 
to weigh a ptumd. Under favorable 
conditions tiny multiply so rapidly 
that one germ at the end of n day, 
would have 10,500,000,000 descend- 
ants. 

Germs, as seen under the micro- 
scope, appear as little round dots, 
or rod-shapcil organisms or as long, 
slender filaments. They get into the 
body w’ith fond and water, with the 
air we breathe, through open 
wounds on the skin, or the bite of 
an insect. Some germs produce 
disease by developing a poison 
which is absorbed by the body. 
Others break up in the body and the 
products of their disintegration are 
poisonous. Sometimes germs float 
around in clumps of the blood and 
cause death by developing in over- 
whelming numbers. Some germs 
attack certain organs of the body, 
and so injure them that death re- 
sults. 

Germs pick the places in the body 
in which they can live best. The 
pneumococcus settles in the lungs 
and produces pneumonia. It may 
also infect the eye or the spine. 
Germs of meningitis nearly always 
settle on the coverings of the spinal 
cord and the brain. The typhoid 
germ settles in the intestines. The 
germs of hydrophobia and epidemic 
encephalitis attack the nervous sys- 
tem. The germs of tuberculosis, al- 
though preferably entering by way 
of the lung, may affect any tissue 
in the body. Thus there is tuber- 
culosis of bones, joints, the eye and 
the nervous system. The organism 
that causes syphilis attacks every 
organ and tissue in the body. 

The best preventive for anyone is 
to keep in such fit condition that 
infectious disease will not readily 
attack him. That means eating a 
suitable diet, getting enough exer- 
cise and sunshine, enough rest and 
cleanliness, including frequent bath- 
ing and plenty of soap and water. 


‘Keep to the Right* Is 

Early American Saying 

Why do Americans drive to the 
right instead of to the left, as Eng- 
lishmen and Frenchmen do, and as 
even Canadians did until the left 
hand steering wheel on American 
cars reformed them? 

The practice dates from the 1750s, 
according to researchers of the 
American Road Builders’ associa- 
tion. The driver of the great lum- 
bering Conestoga wagons which 
came into general use about that 
time sat on the left wheel horse, 
the bettc to use his whip hand on 
the others of the team when neces- 
sary. 

When two of these wagons met, 
therefore, they moved from the mid- 
dle of the narrow road to the right, 
so the drivers, sitting on the left 
side, could be sure the left wheels 
got safely by. Smaller, lighter ve- 
hicles, naturally followed the deep 
ruts marked by the big freight 
vans. 

These same drivers who so arbi- 
trarily decreed that future genera- 
tions of American citizens should 
drive to the right also fathered an- 
other familiar American institution. 
They wanted a long smoke, and a 
cheap one.

They named their product “Cones- 
togas” and the teamsters carried 
stocks of them in their boats. That 
is how stogies were born. 


Chinese Radio 

Long before radio filled the ether 
with everything from swing to sym- 
phonies the Chinese enjoyed music 
from the air by attaching melodious 
whistles to the tails of hundreds of 
pigeons released over their cities. 
One of these pigeons, outfitted with 
such whistles, is on exhibition in the 
Chinese section of the anthropologic- 
al collections at Field Museum of 
Natural History. Exhibited with it 
are various other whistles of the type 
made from reeds and small gourds 
and having from two to eight pipes 
each. Sitting in a garden or rid- 
ing through the streets of Pieping, 
one hears these aerial concerts 
mingled with the calls and sounds 
of street venders.

If there were a parent-teacher as- 
sociation in Alba, Calif., Mrs. 
Gladys Peterson would be it. She 
is principal and teacher at the pic- 
turesque little school and also the 
mother of its only four pupils. 
She’s teacher to David, John, Dolly 
and Sammy, but in her role of 
mother she also has Jimmy and 
Tippy, too young for classes. The 
highest number of pupils she has 
had is nine, but she had to see them 
through eight grades and it was 
quite u job. The schoolhouse, built 
in the style of the nineties, painted 
red and featuring a belfry, serves 
also as a dance hall and branch 
library.

Charleston M- 2 r!:et Kept 
On Siie Since About 1790 

The old Charleston market in New 
York has undergone extensive re- 
pairs more than once since it was 
first erected on its present site some 
time between 1790 and 1806. Though 
antedated by a beef market, which 
stood from early days almost where 
the city hall is now. and by a fish 
mart established in 1770 on an East 
bay water lot opposite the end of 
Queen street, the present institution 
seems to have been the first general 
market in Charleston. 

It stands on made ground where 
formerly a creek ran, says the 
Charleston News and Courier. By 
1788 this had been reduced to a nar- 
row canal, which stretched through 
privately owned land from the 
Cooper river as far as Church street. 

On March 19, 1788, Charles Cotes- 
worth Pickney, John Deas, Thomas 
Jones, Sims White, John Wyatt and 
Mary Lingard gave an indenture by 
which they allowed the city council 
to lay out a street 100 feet wide 
through their land, from Meeting 
street to the Cooper, and to build a 
public market or markets therein. 
The buildings were not to be put 
up for two years, but once there 
were to remain. A plat annexed to 
the deed shows the canal, crossed at 
East Bay (then Bay street) by the 
“Governor’s bridge,” and the three 
projecting buildings. 


South Dakota’s Black Hills 
Many residents of the Black Hills 
cities think the name is lacking in 
distinction, and would change it if 
they could, to strengthen South Da- 
kota’s appeal to the tourists. 

However, the name “Black Hills” 
has been identified with the range 
westward of the city since before 
the coming of the white man. The 
Sioux called it “Pa-ha-sa-pa,” which 
means Black Hills in their longue. 

The blackness of the Black Hills 
consists in the discoloration of the 
rock outcropping (the first land to 
emerge un this continent) and the 
darkness of the surrounding foli- 
age, so that the hills appear quite 
black from a distance. Even at 
closer inspection, many of the can- 
yon walls look like rock from ciiim- 
neys tliat have seen the smokes of 
many fires.

Appoint Rev. Wm. J. Murphy, 

S. J., Rector of Boston College 


Has Wide Teaching Experience 
And Has Been Specialist 
In Literature 


The Rev. William .1. Murphy, S. J., 
assistant provincial general and gen- 
eral director of studies of the New 
England province of the Society of 
Jesus, has been appointed rector of 
Boston College, as announced Tuesday 
night by the Rev. James H. Etolan, 
S. J.. provincial general. 

Fr. Murphy succeeds tlie Rev. Wil- 
liam J. McGarry. S. J., in the position 
which is equivalent to president in 
non-Jesuit institutions. The appoint- 
ment was made in Rome by the Fath- 
er General of the order, the Very Rev. 
Wind minis Yedochowskl. 

The new rector is well known to 
Boston College students and alumni, 
for in the position of general direc- 
tor of studies, to which he was ap- 
pointed In 1934, he annually visited 
every class at Boston College. He 
attended the college for two yeara 
before entering the Jesuits In 1915, 
and he lectured there in English lit- 
erature In 1929. 

Fr. Murphy was horn in Lawrence 
in 1895. Leaving College after com- 
pleting his sophomore year, he en- 
tered the noviate at St. Andrew-on- 
the-Hudson. He then went to Wood- 
stock College. Md.. for his philosoph- 
ical and scientific studies, which he 
completed in 1920. He taught classics 
at Fordham and Holy Cross for four 
years and then returned to Woodstock 
for the usual three-year study of the- 
ology. 

At the completion of these stud 
ies, he was appointed to the then new- 
ly opened house of high studies at 
Weston College, and there was or- 
dained to the priesthood in 1927. An- 
other year of theological study was 
spent at Weston and he lectured In 
English literature at Boston Col- 
lege for another year. 

In 1930 he went to Europe for two 
years of specialized study lu litera- 
ture, dividing his time between Eng- 
land and Italy. He resumed hla lec- 
ture courses at Boston College In 1932 
and in 1934 was appointed general di- 
rector of studies of the province. Two 
years ago he was given the additional 
duties of assistant to the provincial 
general. 

It is the first time in almost 20 
years that u specialist in literature 
has been appointed rector at Boston 
College. Fr. McGarry specialized In 
theology. The two preceding rectors, 
the Rev. Louis J. Gallagher, S. J., and 
the Rev. James H. Dolan, S. J., pres- 
ent provincial-general, were known for 
their work In the field of diplomacy 
and philosophy, respectively. 

Rev. Wm. J. McGarry, junior rector, 
has been appointed editor of “Theo- 
logical Studies," a magazine devoted to 
the publication of scientific theologi- 
cal articles. This appointment origi- 
nated in Rome from the headquarters 
of the Very Reverend Father General 
of the Society of Jesus.

May Not Know Tax 
Rate Until September 

The Newton Board of Assesvors 
has received official notice from 
the office of State Tax Commis- 
sioner Henry F. Long indicating 
that the declaration of the tax 
rate wilt probably be delayed until 
September. Although the recent 
enactment of tax measures by the 
Legislature disposed of the chief 
obstacle in the way of determin- 
ing the tax rates of cities and 
towns, additional delay is necessi- 
tated for the preparation of state 
tax assessments on the munici- 
palities. 

In past years applications for 
abatements or exemptions on 
taxes had to be filed on or before 
October 1 but this year the time 
limit for these applications has 
been extended to November 15th. 


Inquest Report Says 
Driver Negligent 

In an luque.st report filed Wednes- 
day. Judge Thomas Weston found that 
the death of Clarence M. Hazen, 63, of 
4 Church rd., New'ton. victim of the 
city’s third automobile fatality of the 
year, was caused by “the negligent 
and unlawful act" of the driver of the 
ninchine that struck him. 

Sylvester P. .Murphy. 19. of 5 Win- 
throp ave., Newton, was the driver of 
the car and a complaint was sworn 
out for him charging him with "oper- 
ating to endanger," by Lieut. KJdw’ard 
A. Moan, head of the police traffic bu- 
reau. On .Vug. 22. Murphy w-lll he 
summoned Into court to answer the 
charge. 

On July 18th, Ithree days after he 
was struck by a Station wagon driven 
by .Murphy on Centre st., near Ballard 
.St.. Newton Centre. Hazeti died at the 
Newton Hospital. 

The police allege that the brakes 
were defective on the car driven by 
•Murphy. Judge Weston held the In- 
quest two weeks ago in the Newton 
District Court. 


Couple Injured When Car 
and Motorcycle Collide 

Mary Allen, 22, of Pittsfield, and 
Warren .M. Perry, 29, of Woburn, were 
injured when they were thrown from 
a motorcycle which was in collision 
with an automobile driven by Joseph 
Cttcchl of 122 Hawthorn st., Newton, 
on Saturday afternoon near the cor- 
ner of Watertown and Faxon st.s.

Perry, who was 
operating the motorcycle, told the po- 
lice that he wa.i about twenty feet 
behind the automobile when It turned 
left into Faxon at. and he was unable 
to avoid the collision. 


Cousens Fund Shows 
Substantial Increase 

Increase of Nearly 50 Per Cent 
Due To Receipt of Interest 
On Mortgage Loans 

.Vt the meeting of tho Board of Al- 
dermen .Monday evening. Chairman 
Donald D. McKay revealed tho pres- 
ent status of the Horace Cousens 
Fund and tho Board voted to author- 
ize the sale of a parcel of property, 
taken by foreclosure, and to grant a 
new loan of $4150 to the purchaser. 

The Horace Cousens Industrial 
Fund have granted over 200 mortgages 
and only three lots of proiterty have 
been taken by foreclosure. The Cou- 
sens Fund was turned over to the City 
of Newton in 1931 and amounted to 
$556,860. The fund on July 1, 1939 
was $759,536.99 an Increase of $202,- 
686.99. 

.McKay stated that the Increase of 
nearly 50 per cent In the fund result- 
ed from Interest payments on mort- 
gage loans. 

The fund was set up by the city of 
Newton under the will of the late 
Horace Cousens for the purpose of 
assisting “Industrious" residents to 
purchase homes. 

The first meeting of the Horace 
Cousens Industrial Fund was held on 
July 15, 1931. At this meeting the 
first trustees were appointed, Mr. 
John C. Cousens, Chairman Judge 
Elias B. Bishop and Albert T. Stuart, 
Secretary. 

Mr. John C. Cousens resigned a 
year later and Mr. Arthur C. Dun- 
more of West Newton was appointed 
and elected chairman. In June 1933 
Judge Elias B. Bishop resigned and 
Mr. Harry W. Fitts of Newton was 
appointed to take his place. Mr. Al- 
bert T. Stuart of Newton Centre con- 
tinued as secretary. 

When the fund reaches $1,000,000, 
the Income is to be used to provide 
free hospital beds and for other char- 
itable purposes. 


Hearing On Zoning Change 
On Pike, September 6th 


A hearing Is to be held on Wed- 
nesday evening. Sept. 6. on a petition 
filed by Agostino Onofrio and others 
for the change of zoning of a large 
tract of land consisting of 8 acres and 
18,813 square feet located between 
Florence st. and Hammond Pond 
Parkway on the southerly side of the 
Worcester Turnpike, which they ask 
to he changed from private residence 
zone to a business zone. The hearing 
will be held jointly by the Claims 
and Rules committee of the Board of 
Aldermen and the Planning Board. It 
is expected that the Planning Board 
will submit a report on the same at 
the meeting of the Aldermen on the 
Monday evening following the hear- 
ing.

ROTARY CLUB 


A very enlightening moving picture 
on termites was put on for the mem- 
bers by Ray Bigelow of the Termlnex 
Company of Boston at the regular 
Monday noon meeting of the Rotary 
Club at Brae Burn. 

There is a total of $50,000,000.00 
damage due to termites every year in 
this country. The termite colony is 
divided into three groups: The winged 
members who spread the new colo- 
nies: the workers who do all the dam- 
age; and the soldiers who protect the 
colony from ants and have to be fed 
by the workers. The termites work 
constantly and that is one reason why 
they are so hungry, and they have 
proved to be the most ingenious of 
all insects in their search for food. 
The eat not only wood, but also any 
cellulose material. Although most of 
their food comes from wood, they must 
return into the ground frequently for 
moisture; so that a colony exists both 
in the house, and the ground under- 
neath with connecting channels. Each 
colony is self-supporting and sealed 
usually in wood. 

More than one-half the buildings 
of certain sections of the country con- 
tain termites. They became such a 
threat to the hard wood industry, that 
the Bruce Flooring Company of Mem- 


phis. Tennessee, made an exhaustive 
study of the problem, and found that 
the only means of combating these 
Insects was by the use of a very 
strong chemical which is forced into 
the wood under high pressure. Only 
Licensed Application Companies are 
allowed to use this chemical liquid. 
Most of the work is done below the 
first floor which makes an impossible 
barrier for the termites. Every point 
where they might enter is penetrated 
with this liquid. Thus the battle 
against termites is being won in many 
localities, and a saving of many mil- 
lions of dollars wonh of wood will 
be effected.

OUR FAMOUS CHECKS’ AND BALANCES 

ALL j^overnments have three functions: the executive, 
or administration of laws; the legislative, or making of 
tlaws; the judicial, or enforcing of laws. No other gov- 
ernment, however, has separated these three functions to such 
an extent or placed so many checks and balances upon them 
as has the United States. “The famous American doctrine 
of separation of powers” is a familiar way of referring to 
our device for protecting ourselves against too great a con- 
centration of power. Checks and balances are often spoken 
of as a part of that device. By checks and balances we mean 
checking the power of one branch of government by that of 
another, as when the executive is given the veto on legislation 
or, on the other hand, when the legislative branch is given a 
share in executive appointments. It is noticeable that such 
checks also serve to bring together to some slight extent the 
parts of government that would otherwise be entirely sep- 
arate. Through cu.stom also the different parts of the gov- 
ernment have come together to some degree. For example, 
the power of the judicial branch to decide whether laws 
are permissible under the federal Constitution has, through 
custom, become a very great influence on our law. The 
founders probably did not clearly foresee this, nor did they 
foresee the rise of the Pjirty system. Through that system the 
executive and the members of the legislative body of the same 
party often work together, and thus in another case the separa- 
tion is somewhat modified. There has always been a good 
deal of criticism of the famous doctrine. Bryce, that admirer 
of the United States, once declared that our separation of 
j)owers has turned out to be not the keeping apart of things 
really distinct but the forcible disjunction of things naturally 
connected. It may be that Bryce is right but we must consider 
whether what he is pointing out is a defect in the principle 
that guided our forefathers or defects in the way we have been 
applying that princijile.

The petition of the Posse School was 
filed by William Fitts Carlson, who 
is president of the Mount Ida Junior 
College. 

Under the zoning law, the consent

Fishing Industry 
Valuable To N. E. 


Edward H. Cooley, who resides at 
7 Temple st.. West N\ew’ton. is Man 
ager of the Massachusetts Fisheries 
Association and Executive Secretary 
of the Federated Fishing Boats of 
New' Flngland and New York. He i 
also an Executive Member of the 
Fishery Advisory Committee of the 
Department of the Interior. 

In a recent report issued by Mr. 
Cooley, we find that in 1938, 318,745,- 
176 pounds of fish w’f-ce landed at 
Boston Fish Pier and the price paid 
the fishermen amounted to $7,623,465. 
Of interest, too, is that more than 
100.000,000 pounds of fish were han- 
dled at the pier and nearly 500.000.000 
pounds of fish and seafood were pur- 
chased and handled in New’ England. 

In view of the fact, states .Mr. Coo- 
ley, that 80 per cent of this produid 
is manufactured after being caught, 
tlie retail value of New England’.s 
products is approximately $100,000.- 
000 per year, and this, in his opinion 
is the value of the industry to New 
England. 

The fishing Industry is w’ortli mor 
to those W’ho are engaged in the allied 
industries tlnin it is to the people en- 
gaged in fisliing, according to Mr 
Cooley, for the payrolls of the work 
ers in box factories, rope mills, ship- 
.vards, etc., are greater than is the pay- 
roll for the men engaged directly in 
the fishing industry. 

There are 7000 men in New’ Eng- 
land actually engaged in the catcliing 
of fish and there are 19.624 factory 
and shoe workers and employees em- 
ployed by the industry in New Eng- 
land. 

Further statistics from .Mr. Coo- 
ley’s report reveal that the production 
of frozen fish products in New’ England 
for last year was 84.378.000 pounds, at 
a value estimated to be about $12,- 
UOO.OOO. 

Approximately 50 per cent of all fish 
handled in Massachusetts are mar- 
keted as frozen fillets. In the manu- 
facture of this product, about 150.000.- 
000 ])ounds of fish are used. Since 
about 2 1-2 pounds of fish are required 
to manufacture one pound of fillets 
tile w’eight of these frozen fillets is 
60.000.000 pounds. 

The prejudice against frozen food is 
being overcome very rapidly, accord- 
ing to Mr. Cooley. Tliis is because of 
the adoption of freezing for perish- 
ables, fruits, poultry and other prod- 
ucts. .Many homemakers, today, con- 
tinues Mr. Cooley, refuse to patronize a 
store that does not supply them w’lth 
cold storage products, or is not 
equipped with cold storage phints- 
refrigerators or cold rooms — in the 
store to keep tlie products in excellent 
condition. 

The busine.sa of catching tuna fish 
is on the increase, states Mr. Cooley, 
as large schools of these fish Iiave at 
certain seasons been available, but 
noliody considered them as suited for 
canning. It Is the belief of many that 
eastern fish are better than Western, 
hence we may expect this branch of 
the industry to grow’.

Homestead .Alonument 

Daniel Freeman’s quarter-section 
of land on Cub creek.

A former Texas ranger has per- 
haps the largest farmhouse in the 
Americas, a Mexican hacienda built 
four centuries ago. It has 100 rooms. 


Ice Treatment for Dam 
A giant artificial ice pack clapped 
onto a 200,000-cubic yard earth slide 
in the excavation irrea of the Grand 
Coulee dam, stopped the slide and 
saved the government over SIOO.OOO. 
When the dam. the largest in the 
world, commenced its unanticipat- 
ed, menacing activity, federal engi- 
neers met the emergency by bril- 
liant scientific measures. Experts 
of the bureau of reclamation of the 
department of the interior froze the 
earth’s surface, as a surgeon some- 
times freezes riesh during a treat- 
ment. They were thus successful in 
immobilizing the loosened, pulver- 
ized earth, and rendered harmless 
the underlying rock, as well.

Durham Cathedral Owes 
Site to Vagrant Dun Cow 

Durham cathedral, one of the old- 
est in Britain, owes its site to the 
wanderings of a lost dun cow. A 
mild, plump beast, she still looks 
on from a sculptured panel outside 
the Nine Altars chapel, commemo- 
rating the divine incident that told a 
group of bewildered monks where to 
build their church. 

The legend goes that the monks, 
carrying the body of St. Cuthbert, 
came to a place where the body 
stuck fast and resisted all efforts to 
budge it. It was as though some 
magnetic force had clamped it to 
the ground. “Which strange and un- 
foreseen accident produced great as- 
tonishment in the hearts of the 
monks,” says an old chronicler, 
“whereupon they fasted and prayed 
thrue days with great devotion, to 
know by revelation from God what 
to do with the holy body.” 

The revelation came. It happened 
that a woman passed in search of 
her lost cow and they heard another 
woman shout to her that it was “in 
Dunholme.” So the monks went 
there and set up “a little Church of 
Wands and Branches.” Such was the 
founding of Durham cathedral in A. 
D. 997.

Think You Are a Poet? 

Then Try Out This Test 

Arc you a poet? Hero's a test cited 
by Sister Mary Madeleva. president 
of St. Mary’s college. Notre Dame, 
Ind. The test concerns the moon 
crescent sometimes visible in the 
early morning, says the Syracuse 
Post-Standard. If it’s “a thin crust 
of a moon” to you. you have some- 
thing of the poet within you. But if 
it reminds you of a “toe-nail” then 
you aren’t much of a poet. ' 

That every worker may have with- 
in him a poet was Sister Madcleva’s 
contention. She decried Plato’s phi- 
losophy of the ideal republic, with 
its triple division of the population 
into philosophers. the “choice 
souls,” the merchants and soldiers 
“to take care of the philosophers 
economically and defend the coun- 
try.” and the slaves “to do the 
work.” 

That reduces most of the world to 
a condition of slavery to support the 
philosophers.” she said, pointing out 
that such a view was contrary to 
the viewpoint of God. “The work- 
er becomes a collaborator with God 
in creation,” she claimed. “The lev- 
el of work is lifted from slavery to a 
deific plane. The worker has the 
opportunity of contacting God in his 
work. The poet m the worker goes 
a step further, to fashion what he 
sees into a thing of beauty.” 

Quoting from Jacques Maritain 
that “Poetry is to art what grace is 
to moral life,” she claimed there 
was "no finer tribute paid to poetry, 
and no greater stimulus for reading 
or writing poetry, for grace estab- 
lishes us in friendship with God, 
gives to everything wc do a super- 
natural q uality and value.” 

Pepperrriint Is Product 

Of Pacific Northwest 

Most of us like the flavor of pep- 
permint in candies, gum, toothpaste, 
soft drinks, ice cream and other 
delicacies. This pleasant, aromatic 
oil also helps to make some of our 
medicines more palatable, and has a 
wide variety of f»ther commercial 
uses. 

Peppermint, known bolanically as 
mentha Piperta, has been grown in 
the Pacific Northwest for about 25 
years, says the Washington Farmer. 
There are now about 3,500 acres of 
mint under cultivation in this area. 
Good mint produces 40 to 80 pounds 
of oil per acre and in 1938 it sold 
for about $1.75 a pound. 

Wild mint is found in many moist 
spots and lowland areas, but it is of 
no commercial value, as the oil 
yield is small and of low quality. 

Mint requires low, well-watered 
muck lands, or irrigated soils. Har- 
vest generally comes in August. 
Mint land should be summer-fal- 
lowed. The plants are started from 
selected runners, which may be 
plowed out from an oil field and 
transplanted, end to end in rows 
about 3V2 feet apart. The cost of 
runners to set a crop is around $15 
an acre. Young plants can also be 
set one foot apart in May or early 
June. Constant cultivation is re- 
quired. After the mint is up about 
six inches it must be weeded sev- 
eral times by hand, as weeds and 
grass in the hay will discolor and 
taint the oil.

Sparsely Settled Norway 

Has Influenced World 

Norway is a rugged, sparsely in- 
habited land whose effect on the rest 
of the w'orld has been out of all 
proportion. In ancient times and in 
the modern world, a vitality has 
gone out from its savage mountains 
and fertile glens which few' coun- 
tries, sleeping in the sun, have been 
able to equal. 

The Norse people, 1,000 years ago, 

! bestowed their enduring blood on 
I neighboring regions over an arc of 
thousands of miles. England in par- 
ticular, but also Scotland, Ireland 
and northern France, are partly 
I Norse. This infusion, to be sure, 

I was not by choice of the peoples in- 
i fused but was the consequence of 
, red raids performed by the dreaded 
i Vikings over two centuries. The 
j Vikings were not called benefactors 
: by their contemporary victims but 
I such the centuries have proved them 
to be, for the Viking drops in the na- 
I live streams have certainly had a 
quickening and strengthening effect. 

Nowadays the Vikings sail no more, 
but the curious, vital principle which 
made them take to the lonely seas 
courses around the world in freshets 
of printer’s ink. In the past half- 
century tremendous figures have 
arisen along Norway’s stony coast; 
figufes whose shadows stretch in all 
directions from the tropics to the 
ice. Ibsen is first of these; the pas- 
sionate playwright whose genius 
struck shackles from the wrists of 
all who write for the theater, 
brought realism to the modern stage 
and proved that the playhouse might 
also be a social laboratory. 

Genius of a gentler sort was 
Bjornson, less stern but also of en- 
during vigor. Most recently was 
Hamsun. Sigrid Undset is read ev- 
ery\\ltiere on earth.

Pisa Tower Was Meant 

To Lean, Historians Say 

Whatever opinions may exist con- 
cerning the leaning of the famous 
Tower of Pisa*! the tower was built 
leaning and has not wavered a frac- 
tion of an inch in the 600 years 
since it was finished, according to 
historians at the University of Pisa. 

Although popularly believed to 
have leaned some time after the 
Fourteenth century due to the sink- 
ing of the earth under the monu- 
ment, records show, the scholars 
assert, that when construction 
reached a height of about 33 feet the 
foundation had ceded to one side by 
seven inches. 

Then, under the supervision of Bo- 
nanno da Pisa, the famous archi- 
tect and sculptor wlio had carved in 
bronze the great door for the Duo- 
mo in Pisa, it is believed that Bo- 
nanno decided to preserve this lean, 
both from a desire to attempt a new 
application of statics and because 
of the fame that would come to 
him if he succeeded. 

In defense of this explanation, 
it is pointed out that towers similar 
in design to the one in Pisa were 
common throughout northern Italy 
during the Tenth, Eleventh and 
Twelfth centuries, and that Bonanno 
might well have wished to be dis- 
tinguished for something more than 
a bell tower to supplement Pisa'% 
new cathedral and chapel. Thus, al- 
though Bonanno did not live to see 
the tower completed, he had so far 
advanced its construction when he 
died that his succe.ssors, Guglielmo 
d’Innsbruck and Tommaso Pisano, 
had no choice but to continue in 
his footsteps.

Origin of Patents 
Article I, section 8 of the Consti- 
tution of the United States provided 
that congress shall have power “to 
promote the progre.ss of science and 
the useful arts by securing for lim- 
ited times to authors and inventors 
the exclusive rights to their respec- 
tive writings and discoveries.” The 
first act of congress, passed April 
10, 1790, placed the granting of pat- 
ent.s in the hands of the secretary 
of state, the .secretary of war and 
the attorney general. Thomas Jef- 
ferson, as secretary of state, per- 
sonally examined many petitions 
for patents. By act of July 4. 1836, 
the patent oHice was established un- 
der a commissioner of patents and 
the general outline of the patent law 
fixed. When the department of the 
interior was established by act of 
March 3. 1849, the patent office waj 
transferred to its juri.sdiction. On 
April 1. 1925, it was, by executive 
order of President Coolidge, trans- 
ferred to the department of com- 
merce. 


Cowblrd Unfriendly 
The cov^bird is not only a wild 
bird but is totally lacking in a social 
conscience. Cowbirds do not even 
build nests. They deposit their eggs 
in others’ nests and leave the up- 
bringing of the young to other birds.

From Animals to Man 

Animals are carriers of certain 
diseases which can be transmitted 
to man despite the zoological gap 
between him and the animals ir. his 
immediate environment. Typhus, 
for example, broke out in Poland 
among Jewish exiles from Germa- 
ny, writes William Wclf in the Sci- 
entific American. Tularemia, or rab- 
bit fever, cases showed a sharp in- 
crease in the United States in 1938. 
Rocky Mountain spotted fever, hav- 
ing journeyed across tlfe nation to 
the East, entrenched itself more 
firmly in the Middle .Atlantic states 
and caused a number of fatalities. 
More alarming was an epidemic of 
bubonic plague among rodents in the 
Far West, for this dreaded pesti- 
lence of the past is carried to man 
by bites from fleas which desert in- 
fected rats and squirrels. 

These, plus endemic outbreaks of 
rabies, held the public’s interest; 
but other diseases carried by ani- 
mals and acquired by man are far 
more common and cause greater 
health and economic concern. It is 
estimated, for example, that 16,000,- 
000 persons in this country are in- 
fected with trichinosis alone. This 
means that one out of every eight is 
a victim of this disease caused by 
a parasite found in pork— a stagger- 
ing average which gives the United 
States the highest incidence among 
all nations. Bovine tuberculosis and 
undulant fever are among the other 
important animal-conveyed dis- 
eases, while the lesser ones pose 
their own health problems.

Denizens of the Forests 

Can Grow New Coats, Legs 

Many creatures of the wild have 
the power of changing their coats, 
for when they get too fat for their 
skin it bursts open and there is a 
shining new dress underneath. Oth- 
er animals are able to grow limbs 
or tails when they lose them. 

If a spider has an accident which 
deprives it of a couple of legs, it 
soon gets two more in their place. 
Certain lizards when attacked shed 
their tails, and as these continue to 
' wiggle after they have left the body, 
a bird or other enemy usually at- 
tacks the tail, while the lizard es- 
capes. Snakes shed their skins, and 
in places where reptiles are com- 
mon we often come across these 
shriveled remains, notes a writer in 
London Tit-Bits Magazine. 

-All insects grow in the larva 
: stage. Grubs and caterpillars in- 
crease in size by shedding their 
, skins and it is not until they reach 
! full size that they change into the 
; chrysalis stage to emerge eventual- 
I ly as the perfect insect. We some- 
1 times see undersized bees or flies 
whic» will not grow larger, be- 
cause in the larva stage they were 
I probably underfed, or came from a 
I stock which was not robust. 

I The rattlesnake, a denizen of 
I tropical South .America, has a 
number of cups at the end of its 
; long body. These fit into each oth- 
er. and the curious rattle is made 
by their striking together, 
j When the sn»ke is ready to shed 
I its old coat a new rattle is added 
with the new dress, but as the older 
cups fall otT when they become 
worn, tlie number of rattles does 
not increase to any great extent. 
If this snake loses one or more of 
its main fangs, which are really 
miniature hypodermic syringes, 
others grow in their olaoe. 


Golden Eg* Goose 
Jacob Putman. Bellevue. Iowa, 
believes he has the goose that laid 
the golden eggs, and here’s why: 
Since last spring the goose has laid 
more than 200 eggs and for 10 days 
in October averaged two a day. In 
addition, the goose laid 21 eggs 
while she was sitting on a nest 
in the hatching period.

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Malayan Snakes Prove 

Expensive Zoo Guests 

The keepers of the reptile house 
of the London zoo might well be in- 
toning a new version of the nursery 
rhyme about the “ten little Injuns," 
for this is exactly what happened 
there: Seventy-four Cerberus wa- 
ter snakes arrived at the zoo. The 
Hamadryads ate 12 of them— now 
see 62. 

The Hamadryad snakes are three 
in number. Their habitat is Ma- 
laya. From the first day of their 
arrival they proved rather expen- 
sive to feed. Until the water snakes 
came they had lived comfortably on 
a black and gold tree snake apiece 
a week, but as these reptiles are 
rare and cost about $20 to $25 each, 
the Hamadryads’ meals proved a 
strain on event he zoo’s resources. 

“You see," says a zoo keeper, 
“we have only three black and gold 
snakes left now*, and they must be 
kept for show'. So w’e imported 
these Cerberus water snakes from 
southeastern Asia as a substitute. 
They only cost about 10 shillings 
each if you buy a lot of them, so 
it is an economy in a way, as three 
Cerberus snakes go to one black 
and gold one.’’ 

He pointed to the cage in w’hich 
the new arrivals w’ere crawling hap- 
pily about oblivious of the fate be- 
fore them. 

“Three of them will be lucky," he 
said, “as we will keep them for 
display. The rest w’ill be fed to the 
Hamadryads at the rate of about 
six a week, although we will vary 
the diet occasionally." 

Absolutely no pain is involved for 
the w’ater snakes, how’ever, as the 
great Hamadryads render each vic- 
tim unconscious before consuming 
it. 

“It is one of those problems we 
are ahvays being confronted with," 
the keeper said. “The Hama- 
jdryads would starve to death if we 
ididn’t give them live food; the Cer- 
berus water snakes, in their nat- 
jural surroundings, would almost 
certainly meet a far more unpleas- 
;ant end. It is happier for all con- 
Icerned this way.” 


New Process Produces 

Coal From Sugar Cane 

NEW YORK.— In an emergency, 
American farmers may grow the 
country’s soft coal in their fields. 

The fact that fairly good soft coal 
is now being made from sugars, the 
carbohydrates of farm crops, was 
reported to the American Institute 
of Mining and Metallurgical Engi- 
neers by E. Berl, of the Carnegie 
Institute of Technology. 

The sugar coal is too expensive to 
be practical, but was made to settle 
an old controversy about the origin 
of coal and oil. 

In the Carnegie laboratories, 
w'hose experts include some of the 
leading scientists of the coal fields, 
the artificial coal is made in two 
w'ays. Sugar heated in water at 
high temperature produces a sandy 
form of coal. 

When weak alkali is added to the 
water, Berl said, “excellent coking 
coals" are the result. Adding pres- 
sure to the hot sugar water in- 
creases the amount of carbon in the 
man-made coal. 

Tliese farm-product coals, Berl 
said, can be treated with hydrogen 
to make the same products which 
the Germans and English obtain 
from “hydrogenated" coal. These 
products include gasoline and oil for 
motor cars. 

The old idea, said Berl, that coal 
came from the woody, or lignin, 
part of plants is as dead as the idea 
that petroleum is from dead fish. 
He said that the Carnegie experi- 
ments show that coal, oil and bi- 
tumen all come from carbohydrates 
in plants. 


Loneliest Lighthouse 
Although many seek the job of 
tending the loneliest lighthouse in 
the world, that in the Sahara desert, 
the present tender is the fifth in 
the beacon’s short existence. None 
has been able to stand the strain 
of seeing nothing but sand, having 
no one to talk to and enduring a 
temperature often more than 140 de- 
grees in the daytime and under 35 
degrees at night. According to 
Cairo reports, one of the first four 
died of fever, one of thirst and 
another of gasoline explosion. The 
fourth went insane. The light 
guides trans-Sahara air and road 
traffic. The only regular visitor op- 
erates a supply truck which ar- 
rives once a week. 


I England Keeping Fit 

■ England has a keep-fit movement 
that is growing daily and may be- 
come a challenge to the health and 
youth parades in other countries of 
Europe. In the county of London 
alone are more than 100 health cen- 
ters, where 500 evening health 
classes are held weekly. In these 
classes 23,000 young men exercise 
after business hours. As many 
more youths are having athletic and 
physical training in other places 
each evening. In some exclusive 
clubs electrical “horses" and “cam- 
els" are ridden. The American 
game of basketball has caught on 
' and promises to become a body- 
building rage.

Science Views Low Cost 
Of Future U. S. Dwellings 

Sociologists can trace many of the 
problems of modern <i;vilization to 
the breakup of the family struc- 
ture which in part has come about 
because the “old family homestead” 
no longer has much of its original 
meaning. 

In prefabricated housing there is 
more than a little hope that family 
dwellings can be produced cheap 
enough so that every family can 
own one and thus retain its true 
family character through the forma- 
tive years in the lives of the chil- 
dren. 

Harvey Wiley Corbett. New York 
architect, has described before a 
meeting of the .-American Institute 
some of the benefits which mass 
production, prefabrication methods, 
can bring in lowering housing cost. 

“The cost of assembling a car is 
only 1 per cent of its price, but the 
assembling cost of a house is all of 
60 per cent," said Mr. Corbett. “In 
order to reduce the cost, this item 
of assembly will have to be elimi- 
nated. This means the end of brick, 
plaster, lumber, shingles, nails and 
all sorts of attachments. The mass 
production house will not be pos- 
sible until its units can be manu- 
factured complete in a factory — 
complete including all wiring and 
switches, all plumbing and all serv- 
ice items, such as stoves, sinks, 
lighting, curtains and door bells. 

“The cellar will have to go, and 
the foundation, too, for there is no 
reason why a house should not rest 
on the ground instead of in it. Such 
houses need not be uniform, but 
they must be made of interchange- 
able parts to be assembled at the 
choice of the owner. The first such 
house will probably cost up toward 
a million dollars, including the ma- 
chinery for its manuCacture, but 
after that houses should be avail- 
able for 30 per cent, or at most 40 
per cent, of their present cost. Only 
in this way will we attain the elim- 
ination of our slums." 


Automobile May Go to 

Europe With No Trouble 

The family automobile may now 
go to Europe as simply as a trunk 
and with as little red tape. By 
spending half an hour making out 
the necessary documents passengers 
can make all arrangements for tour- 
ing Europe in advance of actual 
departure. These documents pro- 
vide for customs papers, interna- 
tional plates and public liability in- 
surance as well as for international 
driving licenses, marine insurance 
and a small supply of gasoline with 
w’hich to begin the tour. 

Highways in major countries are 
excellent and distances in compari- 
son with distances in the United 
States are short. Because there 
are fewer automobiles in Europe 
the roads are less crowded. Mem- 
bership is possible in a British 
Automobile club and this means as- 
sistance on the road in case of a 
breakdown. Fire, theft, and other 
forms of insurance may also be ar- 
ranged for and where there are two 
drivers in a party, a second license 
may be obtained for a very nominal 
fee. 


Fruit Trees 

In the Lewelling wagon train of 
1852, both men and beasts might be 
thirsty, yet night and morning the 
two Lewelling wagons of little trees 
were watered most carefully. For 
six weary months the trees waved 
their green banners across the dusty 
plains and up and down tortuous 
mountain passes until, at last, they 
reached their journey’s end near 
where the town of Milwaukie, Ore., 
now stands. Here they were care- 
fully planted by their far-sighted 
owners, Henderson and Seth Lewel- 
ling. Three hundred and fifty trees 
were said to have survived and ma- 
tured out of the original 700 nurs- 
lings. From this stock comes much 
of Oregon’s fine fruit trees, especial- 
ly her cherries. 


Automobiles ‘Strength-lined’ Too 
Everything is being “streamlined" 
nowadays, and the automobile was 
one of the early leaders in the move- 
ment, yet in the case of the car, 
“strength-lined” would be the more 
appropriate term. Smoothing the 
exterior of the automobile has little 
perceptible effect on air resistance 
until very high speeds are attained, 
and several changes would be made 
in today’s car designs if reduction of 
friction were the primary engineer- 
ing objective. On the other hand, it 
would take hundreds of pounds of 
added re-enforcement to make a 
square-built vehicle as strong and 
rattleproof as the modern car. Keep- 
ing the weight down makes the car 
more efficient and economical at all 
speeds. 


Tull Sidewalk 

“Buddy, can you spare a dime?" 
might well have been the query of 
many a pioneer maid of The Dalles, 
Ore., as she clung to the arm of her 
escort at the foot of Union street in 
the early 1860s. James S. Reynolds 
hud been given a franchise to build 
a toll sidewalk from the foot of Un- 
ion street to the boat landing on the 
Columbia river. Having built it, 
Reynolds collected a dime for each 
person who used the walk. Resi- 
dents were given the choice of pay- 
ing the dime and walking dry shod 
to the duck or withholding the money 
and wallowing through the mud of 
the street. Oregon weather aided 
in the success of the venture by 
keeping the lowlands deep in mire 


Juneau Is Still Gateway 

To Yukon and Klondike 

Juneau, capital of Alaska, offers 
proof that a mse by any other name 
i!» still as sweet, for it ha? survived 
a succession of name changes. 

Scene of one of the earliest gold 
rushes in Alaskan history, Juneau 
has always been closely associated 
with the development of the terri- 
tory and once welcomed prospec- 
tors, adventurers and sourdoughs on 
their way to the Klondike. 

Juneau first came into prominence 
when Dick Harris and Joe Juneau 
discovered gold there in 1880. The 
succession of names for the city be- 
gan shortly after the discovery of 
gold. According to old accounts, a 
man named Rockwell brought a 
large party of miners to the site, 
and they gratefully named the town 
Rockwell, But Dick Harris was one 
of the most forceful and colorful 
men in the community and, as a 
consequence, the residents soon 
changed the name to Harrisburg. 

It would be Harrisburg to this 
day if Joe Juneau had not sold out 
many of his holdings in 1882 and be- 
came a wealthy man. Joe wanted 
to retire, but the miners insisted 
that he throw a big celebration first. 
To provide an excuse for one they 
held a meeting and changed the 
name of the town to Juneau, neg- 
lecting to say that as soon as the 
holiday was over they were going to 
change the name back to Harris- 
burg. 

Joe was so pleased that he made 
a large cash contribution for a blow- 
out and the festivities lasted so long 
that the miners forgot all about 
changing back the name when the 
celebration was over. Juneau, there- 
fore, has remained Juneau to this 
day. 

Juneau remains the gateway to 
the Yukon and the scenic splendor 
of Alaska. Travelers journey north 
from there to Skagway, Carcross, 
White Horse and Dawson through a 
district made famous by the poems 
of Robert W. Service and the novels 
of Jack London. 


Peace Memorial Links 

Canada to United States 

The spirit of friendship and peace 
between two nations is typified in 
the memorial in Vancouver’s tim- 
bered Stanley park, which is visited 
by thousands yearly. Here Canada 
has erected a memorial preserving 
in permanent form the message of 
President Harding, who was the 
first President of the United States 
to enter Canada while in office. 

American, Canadians and trav- 
elers from all over the world have 
read the message preserved in 
bronze here in the beautiful setting 
provided by this shipping metropolis 
of British Columbia: 

“No grim-faced fortifications 
mark our frontiers, no huge battle- 
ships patrol our dividing waters, no 
stealthy spies lurk in our tranquil 
border hamlets. Only a scrap of 
paper, recording hardly more than 
a simple understanding, safeguards 
lives and properties on the Great 
Lakes, and only humble mile posts 
mark the inviolable boundary line 
for thousands of miles through for- 
est and farm. 

“Our protection is in our frater- 
nity, our armor is our faith, the tie 
that binds more firmly year by year 
in ever-increasing acquaintance and 
comradeship through interchange of 
citizens; and the compact is not of 
perishable parchment, but of fair 
and honorable dealing, which, God 
grant, shall continue for all time." 


Harvesting the Sun 
A sun-operated machine which 
makes household gas out of water 
has recently been perfected, says 
the Country Home magazine. It 
concentrates the sun’s rays by 
means of an oil-filled glass globe, 
and uses them to heat one end of 
a welded, two-metal rod and to cool 
the othei end. The cooling device 
operates like a gas refrigerator. A 
gentle electric current is produced 
which, on being passed through sun- 
generated steam, breaks it up into 
hydrogen and oxygen gases. The 
hydrogen can be used like ordi- 
nary gas for cooking, heating and 
lighting. Three gallons of water 
are said to yield enough gas for 
one day’s household needs. 


Nevada .Millennium 
The lion may never lie down with 
the lamb, but near Boulder City, 
Nev., according to the Country 
Home magazine, a coyote and a 
sheep live together as the best of 
friends. Some time ago, rising 
waters in Lake Mead, formed by 
the Boulder dam, created a six- 
acre island on which the coyote and 
the sheep, a Bighorn, were ma- 
rooned. Although wild-life authori- 
ties thought the coyote would make 
short work of the Bighorn, thus far 
the two have lived side by side in 
perfect amity. The coyote subsists 
on mice and other rodents while the 
sheep nibbles desert plants. 


Spreading Fertilizer 
To make use of the waste from 
his cattle barn as fertilizer a Ten- 
nessee farmer collects the waste in 
a concrete reservoir 10 by 20 feet 
and 5 feet deep, and then pumps it 
through 370 feet of two-inch pipe to 
a hilltop. From there the fertilizer 
Mows on the ground or in wooden 
trouglK to any part of the farm it 
IS desired, says Popular Mechanic::. 
'I’he Moors of the dairy farm are reg 
ularly Mushed clean with water and 
the waste drains into the reservoir 
A heavy mesh screen at the pump 
,jr^ vents clogging. 


Early Railroad Station 

Near Baltimore Closed 

The 108-year-old Baltimore & Ohio 
station agency at Relay. Md., a 
few miles southwest of Baltimore, 
has closed its doors. From the 
day in 1830 that the first station 
building was erected there until 
now. Relay has been a landmark in 
American railroad history. 

Standing on a high bank along the 
Patapsco river, during colonial 
times its site overlooked the flour- 
ishing river port called Elkridge 
landing, a few miles north of Chesa- 
peake bay. Indeed, until a devas- 
tating flood swept the valley in 1868, 
the river was still navigable from 
the bay to the landing, and a small 
tug hauled iron-laden scows over 
the route several times a week. 
Meantime, however, the valley be- 
gan to echo to the sharp toot of loco- 
motive w’histles. 

Construction of the B. & O., 
America’s first commercial railroad, 
had been started in Baltimore in 
1828. Within two years the rails 
reached out 13 miles to the famous 
mills at Ellicott’s. Peter Cooper 
had already run his “Tom Thum" 
locomotive over the stretch, but the 
young railroad still put its depend- 
ence on the “hay burners"— or 
horses, and half w’ay of the route 
it had stables where it put on fresh 
teams, or “relays." Hence the 
place became known as Relay and 
continued to be an important point 
for interchange of traffic for many 
years. 

During the Civil war period. Relay 
was a troop concentration camp. 
Now this historic and beautiful old 
station no longer echoes to the rum- 
ble of baggage trucks, and ♦he click 
of ticket stamps. Shifting of sub- 
urban population has made it more 
convenient to serve the public at 
other nearby stations. 


Whispering Schoolboys, 

Here’s a Scientific Tip 

Dr. J. O. Perrine, who studies 
such things, believes that the rea- 
son why schoolboys aren’t often 
caught w'hispering is because they 
don’t use the part of the voice which 
distinguishes one person from an- 
other. 

“Whisperers can’t be recognized 
on the evidence of sound alone,” he 
said. “If a schoolboy can keep a 
straight face and not look guilty, he 
is all set— but you shouldn’t tell 
them that.” 

To demonstrate, Dr. Perrine used 
a loud-speaker with four “throats," 
each of which responded to a differ- 
ent “frequency" — the quality of 
sound which determines whether it 
is “high" or “low." 

With the high frequency throats 
turned off, speech or song from pho- 
nograph records had a musical qual- 
ity but was not intelligible. 

Eliminating the very highest fre- 
quencies alone made a singer lisp. 
With the low frequencies eliminated, 
speech was understandable but 
har.sh and unpleasant. 

“Few persons realize," Dr. Per- 
rine said, “that such a thing as mere 
lack of high frequency overtones 
could make a person unpopular and 
a failure." 


New Telegraphic Device 
Automatic telegraph, the latest 
advance in modern telegraphy, are 
ready for commercial use in Rocke- 
feller Center office buildings. New 
York. Each customer is supplied 
with an automatic telegraph cabinet 
and key, which permits him to send 
his own telegrams. Telegrams for 
transmission by the automatic tele- 
graph need only be typed or written 
in black ink or black pencil on a 
special sending form and dropped 
into a slot in the cabinet. An exact 
facsimile of the message is auto- 
matically received in the local tele- 
graph office. Telegraph officials 
foresee the day when similar de- 
vices, with coin slots, will appear 
in many public locations such as 
drug stores, transit terminals and 
building lobbies. 


Honduras Mahogany 
English woodcutters in the Seven- 
teenth century came from Jamaica 
to the mainland of Central America 
to get out “logwood," a valuable dye 
wood. They discovered that this re- 
gion produced mahogany. Until the 
treaty of 1783 between England and 
Spain, the English were not sup- 
posed to cut mahogany in Honduras. 
However, the temptation was great 
and much of it was cut and the cut- 
ters were often in serious trouble 
with the Spaniards. The colony was 
twice wiped out and the survivors 
sold into slavery. According to 
Thomas Sheraton’s book, “The Cab- 
inet Directory," published in 1803, 
Honduras mahogany was the prin- 
cipal kind then being used in Eng- 
land. 


Food for Children 
As long as children are growing, 
they need more food in proportion to 
their size than grown-ups need. Chil- 
dren need the most food for their 
size when they are growing the fast- 
est and when they are most active; 
that is, when they are babies and 
again when they are in their teens. 

Some of the foods that grown-ups 
can eat are not suitable for chil- 
dren— highly seasoned foods and 
tea, coffee, and other drinks that 
contain caffein. Then, too, some of 
the foods that are good for all ages 
should be prepared differently for 
children and grown-ups. For exam- 
ple, for young children potatoes 
should be baked, boiled, or steamed, 
ither ipian fried.

Greek Letters on Brick 

Near Two Centuries Old 

In one of the museums of Rome 
there is preserved a “brick” which 
was discovered on the island of 
Sicily some years ago. This is a 
very interesting brick, however, for 
it is more than 1.700 years old and 
was made out of soft clay by brick- 
makers who lived during the time 
of the old Roman empire, relates 
a correspondent in the Boston Her- 
ald. 

It is Interesting for another rea- 
son, though, and that is for the cu- 
rious letters scratched upon its sur- 
face. These were placed there with 
a sharp stick by some schoolboys 
who passed the brickyard at the 
time when this particular brick, 
with many others, was still soft and 
drying in the sun. The letters are 
in Greek. 

The top line was niade by a child 
who was still learning to make capi- 
tals and he practiced by making 
the letter S (Greek Sigma) 10 times. 
Then beneath these, he wrote 10 
times the letter K (Greek Kappa). 
Then he wrote at the end of the 
first line the Greek word XELONA, 
meaning turtle, and at the end of 
the second line the words MYLA 
(mill) and KADOS (turtle). Then 
an older boy, who could write more 
than mere capitals, pushed the 
little chap to one side and wrote 
two lines just beneath the first two, 
and he wrote a tongue-twister, 
which reads: “Nai neai nea naia 
neoi temon, hos neoi ha naus,” or 
in Elnglish, “Boys cut new planks 
for a new ship that the ship might 
float.” 

This old brick shows that boys 
played pranks 1,700 years ago as 
they do now; and it shows also that 
the Greek language and an educa- 
tional system had spread through- 
out this most southerly part of Italy 
long before it had come to other 
Europeans. 


Surface Water Does Not 

Boil in Uniform Motion 

The surface of water vigorously 
boiling in a teakettle or in an evapo- 
rator is characterized by discontin- 
uous rather than uniform motion, 
says Industrial and Engineering 
Chemistry. 

Geysers boil up and subside. Surg- 
ing waves swing from side to side 
and are broken up by geysers. Large 
bubbles of steam or vapor break 
through the surface and explode, 
throwing large, small, and infinite- 
ly minute drops of liquid into the 
vapor space. 

Large and small drops of liquid 
are projected from the surface, 
arching upward two, three, or more 
feet. Drops strike and combine, 
and are frequently broken into a 
mixture of small and large drops by 
the impact. Particles dance about 
in space invisibly supported, finally 
to fall or be carried away. 

With increasing concentration of 
the liquor there is change of condi- 
tions. Foam may be seen collecting 
along the outer edges of the liquid 
surface. Eventually this may build 
up to a deep rolling viscous blanket 
or it may have the appearance of an 
unstable tenuous frothy mass. 

At the surface of this blanket bub- 
bles burst, spraying droplets and 
minute bubbles into the vapor space. 
A strong light projected through 
the observation window shows that 
few of these smaller particles fall 
back to the foam or liquid. They 
are sw’ept away in the vapor pass- 
ing to the outlet. 


One-Time Papal Throne 

Is a Magnificent Palace 

High abov-e the strong, swift tide 
of the Rhone, at Avignon, in south- 
ern France, there stands the Palais 
des Papes, the most magnificent 
and imposing structure of its kind 
in the world. It was built in the 
Fourteenth century, mostly during a 
period of 25 years. The walls are 
13 feet thick. 

There are 39 towers to the Palais 
des Papes, and this huge Roman- 
esque edifice, part of it merging 
into the fortress-chapel guarding the 
famous Pont d’ Avignon, (and the 
road to the Mediterranean, incident- 
ally.) reigning proudly over the 
beautiful Rhone valley with its ver- 
dant, fertile plains, makes the tur- 
bulent days of medieval France 
seem real, relates a writer in the 
Los Angeles Times. 

Avignon is within a few miles of 
the French Riviera and accessible 
to the many medieval Roman towns 
of southern France, all of which 
present a never-ending pleasure to 
the traveler. 

The building of the Palais des 
Papes was really begun by Bene- 
dict XII and finished 25 years later 
by Innocent VI. after (Element VI 
had added the beautiful conclave 
gallery, the Pontifical chapel and 
the audience chamber, as well as 
rebuilding the church of his former 
abbey. La Chaise Dieu, in the Forez 
mountains. Here he also built his 
own magnificent monument.

As the personification of the Eng- 
lish nation “John Bull” originated 
in a satire published in 1'712 by 
John Arbuthnot, a Scottish humor- 
ist. The work is entitled “The His- 
tory of John Bull,” and was intend- 
ed as a satire on the duke of Marl- 
borough and the war of the Spanish 
succession. At first it was attribut- 
ed to Swift, but Arbuthnot’s author- 
ship was later proved beyond doubt. 
In the satire John is a good- 
humored, bluff, portly and bull- 
headed fellow of the country-gentle- 
man type. Lewis Baboon, a French- 
man, Nicholas Frog, a Dutchman, 
as well as others, figure in the sat- 
ire. The book fastened the name 
“John Bull” on the English people.

Auto Registrations 
In Newton Increase 


A substantial increase in the num-

Antiquity Veils Origin 

Of Popular Paste Foods 

The origin of the paste family- 
macaroni, spaghetti, noodles, etc. — 
is pretty much of an international 
enigma. One story attributes the 
invention of macaroni to an Italian 
named Chico, whose tragic experi- 
ence with a nosey neighbor who dis- 
covered his secret is familiar to all, 
writes Lona Gilbert in the Los Ange- 
les Times. Some authorities credit 
the dissemination of its recipe to 
Marco Polo. The Chinese have a 
legend which gives the glory to a 
woman. 

It seems that, according to this 
version, a Chinese woman centuries 
ago was making bread under a tree 
when some leaves fell into the 
dough. To remove them, she forced 
the dough through a sieve. As it 
came out in strands, she conceived 
the idea of drying tliem in the sun 
instead of baking the loaves on hot 
stones us was the custom. 

Whatever its origin, the paste 
family has been known favorably 
in both the Orient and Italy for 
many years and is growing in popu- 
larity hero. The commercial mak- 
ing of the pastes started in this na- 
tion about no years ago. The prod- 
uct, recommended chiefly for in- 
fants and invalids, was sold in drug 
stores.

This fac-t was deier- 
minotl Oil Monday nlRhl when the 
Board t)f Aldermen by ahstalniiiK from 
making any appropriations, made pos- 
ail)le the eontinuance of the same tax 
rate as in 193S. Alderman Donald 
McKay. (Mtairman ‘ of the Finance 
Committee of the Aldermen, stated 
that $30.20 wilt he the 193!) tax rate. 
He (a)mmented that although the law 
does not permit the Hoard of Asses.s- 
or.^ to unnonnee the tax rate before 
September 1. that there would be no 
increase In the 1938 rate because the 
noar<l of Aldermen would refraiti from 
makiiiK auy approiniations before 
September 1. 

Alderman McKay, who stated .sev- 
eral months ago that Newton’s tax 
rate for 1939 wonld be increased $2 
or more over that of 1938. when in- 
tervlew(>d hy the (IRAPHIC said: 

•‘The compilation of a tax rule ts 
confu.sing to nearly everyone. Hut a 
few slmi)le facts s|iouId illustrate how 
our expenditures — both actual and 
threatened — have been handled. Two 
distributions of the Highway P\ind, 
$121.t)()U ami $215,000, have been re- 
ceive<l from the State, directly reduc- 
ing the rate seventy-two cents and 
one dollar thirty cents respectively. 
The Hurricane Loan due in October 
will be funded to the extent of $80,000 
over the next four years, thereby 
lessening this year’s tax rate by 48 
cents. The Hoard of Aldermen re- 
duced the Mayor’s budget by $200,000, 
a saving of one dollar and twenty 
cents on the tax rate. The cigarette 
tax and a revised county assessment 
reduced Newton’s share by $100,000 
— or sixty cents on the rate. These 
various ittuns total $4.30. The only 
real economy was in the budget re- 
duction. Hy new taxes in other forms 
and by diversion of tuxes which we 
will ali pay one way or anotiier. the 
real estate tax is kept at last year’s 
tigure. If the public will demand 
and support economical administration 
in city, county and state, the neces- 
sity for .sugar-coating tux bills will 
disappear.”

j Howard L. Rich of 269 Franklin st., 

.Newton: and Reginald W. Brown of 
490 Walnut st., Newtonville. Mr. Rich, 
an architect, .succeeds Ralph Henry 
of Newton, former chairman of the 
commission, who recently resigned. 
Mr. Brown was designated by Mayor 
Childs as Recreation Commissioner, 
and executive head of the Recreation 
Department. 

Reginald W. P. Brown was born in 
Braintree 63 years ago. He moved to 
Newton with his parents when 6 
years of age. At Newton High School, 
from which he graduated in 1894, he 
was an outstanding athlete. He was 
captain of the football team and catch- 
er of the school baseball team. He 
also won cups as a tennis player. At 
Harvard he continued to star as a 
baseball and football player and was 
a half-back on the varsity football 
teams, as well as a member of the 
varsity baseball teams. He graduated 
from Harvard in 1898 and for 15 years 
was on the coaching staff of the foot- 
ball teams there. He also coached at 
West Point, Brown, Boston University 
and Holy Cross. He had recreation 
and playground experience at Water- 
town, Arlington and Newton. 

Mr. Brown was associated for many 
years with the Nelson H. Brown Com- 
pany. a wholesale clock Arm estab- 
lished by his father. He also engaged 
in the profession of expert account- 
ancy and was a former vice-presi- 
dent of the Prudential Trust Company 
of Boston. 

At the meeting of the Aldermen on ^ 
.Monday night Alderman Gaddis asked i 
if the members of the Recreation ! 
Commission had been informed by | 
Mayor Childs of his intention to 
appoint .Mr. Brown To the office of 
Recreation Commissioner, President 
Floyd of the Aldermen answered that 
he had understood that there had been 
an agreement between the Mayor and 
members of the Playground Commis- 
sion. when the city ordinance was re- 
vised so that the set-up of the com- 
mis.sion was changed, that the Mayor 
would not appoint anyone to the new 
t'rtice of Itecreatioii Commissioner who 
would not be acceptable to the com- 
mission. .Mr. Floyd stated that he 
had been informed that Mrs. Theresa 
.Marshall twho has been acting chair- 
man of tbe Recreation Commission 
siiii e .Mr. Ralph Henry resigned), had 
not been informed by tbe Mayor of 
•Mr. Brown’s appointment, nor had 
other members of tbe commission. 

Early this year a subcommittee of 
the former Playground Commission, 
composed of Lyscom Bruce and Mrs. 
.Marshall, prepared a report in wbicli 


they called attention to the fact that 
Ernst Hermann, who for nearly a quar- 
ter c^^ntury had been superintendent 
of Newton playgrounds, would be au- 
tomatically retired in .March because 
he would then have reached the ag»» 
of 7'». and wa.s not the executive head 
of the department. In order to pre- 
vent the appointment of a playground 
.-superintendent under civil service 
rules, a.s was necessary under the 
former set-up of the department, the 
ordinance affecting the department 
wa.s changed so that the commission 
was increased from 5 to 6 members, 
its name was changed from Play- 
ground to Recreation I>-partment. be- 
cause of community centre activities 
having been added to the playground 
activities; and it was speclfled that 
instead of the commission continuing 
as the executive authority of the de- 
partment. this power would be vested 
in a m-mber of the commission who 
would have the title of Recreation 
Commissioner. Many friends of Mr. 
Hermann hoped that he would be ap- 
pointed to the new office, but he was 
not. F. Ewing Wilson, who for sev- 
eral years has been director of Phys- 
ical Education at Newton High 
School, was appointed .Acting Recrea- 
tion Commissioner and has been serv- 
ing in that capacity for the past three 
month.-i

S. T EMERY. NEWTON CENTRE 
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Tells Rotarians 
Of Social Security 

Members of the Newton Rotary Club 
were fortunate in having as a speapk- 
er this week John R. Campbell. New 
England Regional Director of the So- 
cial Security Board, who gave the first 
of a series of discussions which Lyc 
Bruce has arranged covering Federal 
State, and Local Relief. 

Mr. Campbell brought out four main 
points in his talk on old age assist- 
ance. (1) There has been a change 
from the old type of thinking in that 
society rather than the individual 
should bear the burden of old age as- 
sistance or pensions. (2) This has 
taken the form of group annuities in 
that the various private companies 
set aside particular funds for this 
purpose. (3) All benefits are now de- 
termined and established primarily on 
a basis of wages that have been paid. 
(4) Payments and benefits are also 
based on the needs of the particular 
family or individual In question, thus 
bringing up the new idea of social ade- 
quacy. In other words, the require- 
ments of a family in one section of 
the country might be vastly different 
from those of one in another section 
of the country. 

After a speech of about fifteen min- 
utes, Mr. Campbell answered ques- 
tions for another twenty minutes. Dur- 
ing the discussion period, it was 
brought out that the former or ex- 
isting pension plans of private indus- 


try usually averaged benefits twice as 
great as the Government plan. Also 
it is better to have uniform approach 
to this problem, run by the govern- 
ment. as otherwise great competitive 
problems would arise between com- 
panies. The general overhead for 
administrating the social security 
plan will run about 5% of the benefits, 
which is far less than the amount fig- 
ured by Insurance companies. The 
only people excluded in the plan are 
the self-employed, such as doctors and 
dentists, or individual proprietors; 
also all agricultural workers and do- 
mestic servants and employees of any 
state or city charitable organization. 


Bandit Steals Taxi 
At Lower Falls 


A taxi cab operated by Fred O’Don- 
nell of Pleasant st., Watertown, was 
stolen late Monday night on Wash- 
ington St., near the Newton Hospital, 
Newton Lower Falls. O’Donnell told 
the police that a man about 30 years 
old, light complexioned and wearing 
light clothes, engaged him at Water- 
tow'n sq. and asked to be driven to 
Wellesley, Near the hospital, the pas- 
senger thrust a revolver against 
O’DonneU’s neck, demanded what 
money he had, and ordered him from 
the taxi. Finding that O’Donnell had 
only 60 cents, the bandit told him to 
keep it. He also commented that he 
was forced to take the taxi because 
“it was a matter of life and death 
with him.” The taxi was found aban- 
doned in Cambridge on Tuesday night. 
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STREAMLINING GOVERNMENT 

THIS e.ssay is about administration. American govern- 

ment was built for safety, not speed, so people used 
say when the doctrine of separation of powers was 
under discussion. Later, when speed was demanded, we 
wondered whether it w’as safe to .streamline government. We 
have come to ask our government to do many more things 
than it had to do in the eighteenth century and the problem 
of how to administer such services has become acute. Our 
federal Constitution is not specitic on that point; it gives us 
no definite rules about admini.stration. Our forefathers left 
such details to us, and we have been slow to give them at- 
tention. The tradition of separation of powers has dominated 
our thinking. We not only divide responsibility for determin- 
ing policies; we also frequently divide responsibility for ad- 
ministration and try to check and balance every part of it. 
When we do this it is impossible to discover who is respon.s- 
ible for success or failure when things go wrong in the man- 
agement of our governmental business. Large legislative bodies 
changing every two years, are adapted to deciding what serv- 
ices government .shall perform and general policies about them. 
They are not adapted to deciding the details of how they shall 
be managed, how various services shall be coordinated, and 
how duplication can be avoided. The be.st legislators can do is 
to fix responsibility for administration in some one place. If 
a legislative body places on the executive responsibility for 
carrying out policies, he can make department heads respons- 
ible for the different parts of this task and they in turn can 
hold their subordinates responsible. In this way responsibility 
can be made clear all down the line'. F'ailure to fix respons- 
ibility f<)r the conduct of governmental busine.ss is an outstand- 
ing defect of government in the United States. Through this 
failure the peojde lose control, which is the very opposite re- 
sult of what is intended. The American people, with their 
va.st experience in private affairs, have ju.st the kind of train- 
ing that fits them t(j know how t*) secure good administration 
in government if they will only turn their attention to this 
problem.

50 YEARS AGO

The water in the Charles River rose 
3 inches last week. 


Before the time of railroads the 
turnpike was thought to be the proper 
thing to connect the cities and large 
towns, and so it came that the Wor- 
cester turnpike was built from Bos- 
ton to Worcester in nearly a direct 
line, passing through the South part 
of this city, that part of the pike 
which was in Newton now being 
known as Boylston st. It was built 
over the highest hills and deep val- 
leys. its projectors seeming to be 
impressed with the delusion that less 
distance was more important than 
passing around a hill or valley. Toll- 
gates were erected at Intervals, one 
being located where tho railroad 
bridge is now on Boylston st. Mile 
stones were also set up. Tho turn- 
pike was opened for public travel in 
1810. Most town ways in those days 
were laid out 30 to 33 feet wide, but 
this turnpike was laid out 66 feet 
wide. As time went on portions of 
the roadbed were appropriated by 
abuttors, and it is with difficulty that 
tho original lines can be located in 
some places. Tho city of Newton is 
reducing the width of this thorough- 
fare by making it 60 feet wide from 
Centre to Woodward st., ami 65 feet 
from this point to tho river line divid- 
ing Upper Fulls and Wellesley.

Powders’ l^aragrahps 


Upon our return from a cruise last 
Saturday wo learned of tho death of 
Mrs. Hazel Chlvers Brimblecom, a 
conscientious, cheerful, courageous 
soul, who endured a long ordeal of 
suffering with Christian fortitude. 

Hell seems about to break loose 
again in Europe. The terrible car- 
nage and suffering experienced by the 
peoples of Great Britain, Germany, 
France, Austria, Belgium, Russia, Ita- 
ly and other countries between 1914 
and 1919, in addition to the starva- 
tion and privation of following years, 
surely ought to have made another 
frightful war unthinkable. The ad- 
vances made in airplane construction 
in the years since the World War, and 
the horrible slaughter these carriers 
of destruction have wrought the past 
3 years in Spain and China, have clear- 
ly proved that another widespread 
war will mean not only the wholesale 
murder of soldiers in fighting areas, 
but of children, women and non-com- 
bataitts far removed from battle lines, 
especially in large cities and towns. 
Not only will millions of human beings 
he killed and more millions maimed, 
but the creative efforts of centuries 
of European civilization will be large- 
ly destroyed. 

What is the answer to this apparent 
Insanity on the part of certain Eu- 
ropean rulers? Why have nineteen 
centuries of Christianity resulted in 
this sorry result. Why has the vaunted 
popular education of the past century 
or more failed to prevent the impend- 
ing reversion to a frightfulness that 
threatens the future of the white 
race? In our opinion — the first an- 
swer Is. the age old perversity and 
greed of a large percentage of hu- 
mans, and their stupidity in permitting 
themselves to be rule<l by self-seeking, 
ruthless men. Nineteen centuries of 
Christianity have failed to bring 
about the Brotherhood of Man among 
so-called Christian nations, because a 
large percentage of those who pro- 
fessed Christianity have been and 
are hypocrites. They pretended 
to follow the doctrines of Christ, to 
believe in and practice the Golden 
Rule, Instead they have worshipped 
Mammon, and have been actuated by 
greed rather than unselfishness. And 
education has been Influenced too 
much by materialism. 

Twenty-two years ago the U. S. A. 
became involved in the World War, os- 
tensibly to ‘‘make the world safe for 
democracy,” and to win a war that 
would end wars. Although the writer 
did not participate in the fighting, it 
was his privilege to have been with 
the A. E. F. in France, and with the 
Army of Occupation in Germany. We 
had some opportunities to observe 
conditions in both countries. We saw 
the ruins of cities and villages in 
France. We saw that human Hell, 
Verdun, that horrible charnel ground 
where the sons of Franco made their 
epic stand against the flower of Ger- 
man manhood, and where millions of 
young men of both races were killed 
and maimed. Wo saw battlefields with 
human skeletons and bones littered 
about; barbed-wire entanglements still 
holding skeletons. We saw thousands 
of little, wooden crosses marking the 
graves of fallen victims of man’s stu- 
pidity and cupidity. Victims who did 
not choose to fight, to kill and be 
killed. Graves marked by crosses, the 
symbol of that gentle man of Galilee 
who died because of his love for his 
fellow’ men. Ironic, wasn’t it? 

We went into Germany with the Ar- 
my of Occupation and saw the priva- 
tions to which that nation had been 
reduced. A country of half-8tarve<l 
people, filled with thousands of 
maimed veterans of the w’ar; filled 
with emaciated children, with broken- 
hearted women. The German people 
were compelled to billet us in their 
homes, and we lived with them and 
learned to know them as kind-hearted 
folks who had no desire to war with 
their fellow men. They had their fill 
of war and wanted no more of it. 

Months of bickerings and Intrigue 
hetw'een representatives of the allied 
nations at the Paris conference fol- 
lowed. and finally the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles resulted. We remember the 
fury of tho Germans when the terms 
were made public, their assertions 
that they would not accept them; the 
hasty orders which followed, order- 
ing those divisions of the Army of Oc- 
cupation still in the Rheinland to be 
ready to cross the Rhine the follow- 
ing day. in conjunction with the 
French and the British, for a march on 
Berlin, and the resultant acceptance 
of terms by the Germans. We also 
remember that some of the Germans 
threatened that they would have 
"Raiche” — Revenge. There were 
those in the U. S. A. who thought 
that the terms imposed on Germany 
were too severe. There were more 
who thought the terms were not se- 
vere enough; that had Germany’s 
homeland been devastated to the ex- 
t(*nt that France had been, and had 
she then comiuered, the Teutons wouhl 
have impo.sed fur more drastic penal- 
ties on France and England than the 
Allies placed on her. 

But. whether the peace terms were 
too severe, or not, Germany was re- 
duced to a sorry plight, and five years 
laUu’, in 1924, her economic structure 
had all hut collapsed, and millions ot 
her people were on the verge of star- 
vation. In thi.s condition it was not 
surprising that Adolf Hitler, an ob- 
scure Austrian, with a gift of rnatory 
and a passionate liatred for tiiose 
principal opponents of Germany, Eng- 


like to Hoo it. It is a veritable mud- 
hole.

land and France, would liud millions 
of converts to his program for the re- 
surgence of Germany. Hitler’s rise 
and succees need no detailing here. 
But, with millions of others, we have 
been wondering why during tho past 
5 years France and England permitted 
Hitler and his colleagties to create 
the most powerful war equipment in 
the w«)rld. and to build the greatest 
armada of warplanes on earth? It has 
been said, and with reason, that pow- 
erful. aristocratic elements in control 
in Phigland were at heart favorable 
to authoritative government such aa 
Fascism in Italy and Nazism in Q^er- 
many, because they believed it a bul- 
wark against the rising tide of Com- 
munism which was threatening France 
and had become dominant in Spain. 
Political conditions in France also 
tended to allow Germany to forge 
ahead in its preparations for aggres- 
sion. 

Neville Chamberlain certainly seems 
to have made some bad blunders the 
past few years, hut people In this 
country must realize that the British 
nation suffered severely in the World 
War and its people were reasonably 
opposed to another war. So, Chamber- 
lain’s yielding to Hitler at Munich was 
not surprising when he realized the 
tremendous advantage in war pre- 
paredness Germany and its ally, Italy, 
possessed. 

Nor is the just revealed alliance 
between Germany and Russia greatly 
surprising to many. It has been fre- 
quently predicted the past two years 
by keen observers, by men w’ho paid 
attention to the duplicity manifested 
through past centuries, including re- 
cent years of this century by leaders 
of Phiropean nations. Germany and 
Russia, like F’rance and England, have 
been and are opportunists. And this 
fact emphasizes the truth of the ad- 
vice givon by George Washington 150 
years ago to his countrymen — to 
steer clear of all entangling European 
alliances. The only interest the ru- 
lers of any of the more powerful Eu- 
ropean nations have in us, is that 
which will redound to their advantage. 
Otherwise — they hold us in contempt, 
and jealousy. Our allies in the World 
War, England, France, Italy and Bel- 
gium brazenly have welched on the 
payment of the billions loaned to 
them by the people of the U. S. A. 
They would do so again. 

This country received a bitter les- 
son from its idealistic participation 
in the World War. but mauy of its 
supposedly Intelligent inhabitants did 
iu)t grasp that lesson. Our future 
concern, our present concern, is to 
correct the serious economic condi- 
tion which has disrupted the normal 
life of this country the past 10 years, 
and to make this country so prepared 
in patriotism and armament that we 
can defend not only the North Ameri- 
can continent, but also the South 
American continent from conquest 
by any alliance of European or Asiatic 
aggressors. 

What the tuture portends in Europe 
and Asia no man knows. Fifteen 
years ago, anyone in this country who 
would have predicted that Germany 
today would have France and Eng- 
land cow’ed and trembling, would be 
scoffed at. Fifteen or leas years 
hence, e(iually great reversals may 
have happened. One thing is more 
tlian probable — if there is another 
war involving most of Europe, and it 
lasts for any length of time. Com- 
munism will spread rapidly. The 
masses will revolt against continuing 
to be cannon and airplane fodder. 


While we are still enduring the 
longest spell of hot, humid weather 
there has been in over 80 years, it 
may seem a helluva time to talk about 
plowing snow off Newton sidewalks. 
But. the time is opportune, because the 
Public Works Committee of the New- 
ton Board of Aldermen and the Street 
Commissioner intend to have the re- 
maining horses owned by the Newton 
Street Department sold. Motor trucks 
have gradually replaced the horses 
owned by the city until now only 22 
are owned by the Street Department, 
and none by any other department. 
The Street Department would years 
ago have eliminated all Its horses but 
for one reason; the plowing of side- 
walks during the winter months. Side- 
walks in the older parts of Newton 
are narrow, obstructed by trees and 
poles, and tractors cannot bo used on 
them. In years preceding the auto- 
mobile era, Newton sidewalks were 
well plowed of snow in early morn- 
ing hours before commuters started 
to walk to trains, or children to 
schools. There was an ordinance, 
nearly aa old as the city, which com- 
pelled persons owning property abut- 
ting improved sidewalks, to clear 
them of snow within 24 hours after 
the end of a snowstorm. This ordi- 
nance was effectively enforced by 
the police, and those who persistent- 
ly ignored it were summoned into 
court and fined. 

('ame the automobile age and most 
persons of influence rode instead of 
walked. Police In Newton gradual- 
ly ceased to enforce tho ordinance 
relative to removing snow from side- 
walks. There were a couple of ex- 
ceptions — John McNeil and Horace 
Bailey. A few years ago Alderman 
Guzzi agitated for the enforcement 
of the snow removal ordinance and 
a special committee was appointed to 
consider the matter. Obviously this 
committee didn’t give a hoot for 
pedestrians, for after having been 
prodded because of inaction, tho com- 
mittee recommended that the old or- 
dinance be thrown out the window, al- 
legedly because it could not be en- 
forced. But, if the influential people 
walked instead of using automobiles, 
the ordinance could and would be 
enforced. Anyhow, the ordinance was 
revised so that it was no longer com- 
pulsory for persons in residence zones 
to clear their sidewalks of snow. Thu

No “T. B.” In Newton 
School Children 


Last week Dr. Harold Chop©. 
Health Officer of Newton announced 
that not one case of active pulmonary 
tuberculosis had been discovered this 
year among the pupils of Newton 
schools who had been tested for this 
disease. It was the first time since the 
tests were started in 1935 that this 100 
per cent record was found. About 1000 
children in the 11th grade of public 
and parochial schools were exam- 
ined. Of the 99S in the 11th grade of 
the public schools. S46 submitted to 
the test. Of these. 239. or 24 per 
cent showed positive reactions. Of 
this number 213 were given X-ray ex- 
aminations and as a result 59 were 
given further examinations. Forty : 
seven were placed under observation, j 
hut none had au active case of the | 
disease. 

Of U'6 children in the llih grade' 
of parochial schools in the city. 96 
submitted to the test. Positive reac- j 
lions were found in thirty, or 31.5 per , 
cent. Twenty-six were x-rayed. ^ , 
given physical examluatlous. and these 
with two pupils examined last year 
were placed under observation. Of 
the cases of "T. B." reported in the 
city this year. 27 per cent were under 
25 years of age.

Land of Incas 
Focuses Attention 


Now that the interior of Pern has 
been made more easily acees.^ible — 
by new air and motor routes and im- 
proved train services — “The Land of 
the Incas" is becoming a favorite ob- 
jective of travelers. 

Cuzco — ancient capital of the great 
Inca Empire - may he reached liy rail 
from Mollendo and by air and rail 
from Callao, both ports visited weekly 
by Grace Line Ships. In fact tlie 
“I.,and of the Incas’ ranks .so high 
uinonp travel field that special 3.S-Dny 
All-Expense Cruise Tours are oper- 
ated weekly to Cuzco from .New York. 

Cuzco, iioth because of its early 
liistory and it.s present-day character- 
istlc.s. holds much of Interest for the 
traveler. It was here at the begin- 
ning of the twelfh century that die 
Incas founded ihoir capital- a glitter- 
ing city with streets paved in silver 
and witli royal palaces and temples 
flashing with gohl and precious stones 


— the Temple hoaited walls and doors 
and even a garden of gold. I’p and 
down these streets chieftains dressed 
in gorgeous featlier robes and price- 
less jewels were once carried In state 
on litters gleaming with gold. In the 
central plaza elaborate celebrations 
were held atteiiditl by chieftains from 
far-flung parts of the Empire during 
which even the mummies of dead 
Incas and gods finm the TempU were 
brought out to attend the ceremonies 
and given seats of honor on benches 
of gold around tlie plaza. 

Guarding the capital — which in its 
heyday niled an empire stretching 
from the northern Andes in Ecuador 
to tlie Maule Rlrer in Chile and eni- 
Inaced several million Indians — is the 
cleverly planned and skillfully con- 
structed gigantic fortress of Saesa- 
liuanian. witli Inimense stones fitted 
together like pillows, without tile u.se 
of mortar or cement. 

The Cuzco of today la a medieval 
Spanish city built on the ruins of tlie 
buildings of the ancient capital— Inca 
stonework topped witli stucco resi- 
dences built with Imlconies and 


grilled windows — witli a mixed popu- 
lation drawn from the descendants of 
the Indian tribes which made np the 
Inca Empire and from their Spanish 
conqnei’oi s. 

In addition to the capital, other in- 
triguing centers of Inca and pre-Incn 
cultures Include the ruins of .Machn 
Plcchii. mighty iire-Inca Fortress con- 
sidered to he the most amazing ruin 
on the continent: Arequipa. second 
largest city in Peru, once a half-way 
rest station for runners on the Inca 
trail connecting Uiizco with the sea- 
coa.^t villages now favored by tlie art- 
ist-writer .set; Lake Titicaca, the high- 
est navigable lake In the world and 
one of the most beaut iful. famous for 
the mirror-like quality of its still wa- 
tits, the strange reed sailboats in 
whicli th • Indian.3 navigate it. and for 
the pre-Inca ruins wlilch surround it; 
and La Paz. liighest capital In the 
world, a charming city with marked 
Spanish colonial characteristics, fa- 
mous among travelers for its Indian 
market which ’s one of tlie most fn.scl- 
miting native gathering places in the 
southern continent.

Profits Despite Cars 

For the ordinary village black- 
smith the coming of the automobile 
has meant severe loss if not extinc- 
tion. But to August Zahn of Bailey’s 
Harbor. Wis., the strident tooting of 
automobile horns is no more un- 
welcome than to a filling station op- 
erator. It merely means more busi- 
ness. 

For Zahn, who has plied his trade 
in Bailey’s Harbor since arriving 
from Germany in 1904. is an artist 
whose hammer and anvil are used 
with the same care and finesse as 
the painter’s brush or sculptor’s 
chisel. His work includes fireplaces 
W’ith all accessories, hanging lamps, 
ornamental stair railings, fine can- 
dlesticks and other articles. 

Now a white-hair“d man in his 
sixties, his face lined with deep fur- 
rows, Zahn is carrying on a family 
tradition of artistry in iron w’hich 
goes back several generations. He 
served his apprenticeship in his fa- 
ther’s shop in Zarrentine, Germany. 
Nor will the family tradition end 
with August, for today, Walter, his 
oldest son, is learning the secrets 
which August’s father passed on to 
him. 

Many fine homes in Door county 
contain products in Zahn’s crafts- 
manship. And therein lies the ex- 
planation of the old blacksmith’s 
hearty approval of the automobile- 
tor most of those homes were built 
after the advent of the horseless 
carriage increased the population of 
this northern Wi.sconsin district and 
made it available as an attractive 
summer home location for wealthy 
out-of-slate families. 

When Zahn isn’t occupied at his 
forge, he generally is performing 
his duties as clerk of his school dis- 
trict, a position he has helf ro 19 
years, or as a member of the town 
board. 

But publicly or privately, no one 
ever heard Zahn join the anvil chor- 
us or protest against the automo- 
bile.

We don’t know 
w’lether or not there was sucli an un- 
dtrstandLng.

Hied by F. Ewing Wilson, director 
(X physical education at Newton High 
Scliool. .Mr. Wilson lias been recelv- 
lig the enthusiastic support of tlie 
llaygronnd personnel, and we nnder- 
stand has been conducting tlie play- 
jeronnd activities in u manner salis- 
iactory to the commission. 

The appointnuMit of "Reggie” 
4rown will undoubtedly meet with tlie 
ipproval of many old Newtonians, par- 
ticularly tliose 'wild remember Mr. 
Brown as one of Newton High 
School’s all-time, outstanding ath- 
letes. Ill the llOs. Brow’ll, togetlier 
with Jimmie Knox and Redpatli. 
placed .Newton in the fore as one of 
the best sc’hool football teams in this 
State. He continned to star at Har- 
vard, and the memory of little, how- 
legged ‘‘Reggie’’ battering tlirongli 
lines of linsky opponents, remains 
fresli in tile mind of old timers.

Many Plants Abandoned 

By Steel Firms in U. S. 

Since 1926 the steel industry has 
abandoned or dismantled a total of 
173 blast furnaces, 39 plants for pro- 
ducing steel ingots and 144 plants for 
producing finished iron and steel 
products. 

The total number ol employees in 
the industry, however, has increased 
sharply during the period. A new 
peak for the number employed in the 
industry was established in 1937, in- 
dicating that the improved technol- 
ogy of steel production has not de- 
creased employment, while the total 
number at work in 1939 is substan- 
tially higher than in 1926. 

These facts have been determined 
by the American Iron and Steel in- 
stitute from a study of reports fur- 
nished by companies in the indus- 
try. 

Substantially all ol the plants 
which were abandoned or scrapped 
had been rendered obsolete or in- 
ellicient by the improved technolo 
gy of steel and iron production. Few- 
er than a dozen plants were aban- 
doned as a direct result ol mei-j^ers 
or consolidations. 

The decline in productive capacity 
from the a’oanuunineijl of oh.solete 
plants has been more than oifsel by 
the construction of new and more 
efiicienl plants and by the moderni- 
zation of existing facilities As a 
result, the industry’s preseni ( apuc- 
ity for producing .steel is 30 per cent 
greater than in 1926.
